Even  as  it  is 
written  in  His  Law:  "Know  therefore  this  day 
and  consider  it  in  thine  heart  that  the  Lord  He  is 
God  in  heaven  above  and  upon  the  earth  beneath: 
and  there  is  none  else." 

WE  therefore  fix  our  hopes  on  Thee,  O  Lord  our

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majesty,  when  evil  shall  pass  away  from  earth  and 
idolatry  be  for  ever  destroyed.  Then  shall  Thy 
kingdom  be  surely  established  in  the  world  and 
all  the  children  of  men  invoke  Thy  blessing.  That 
the  forces  of  wickedness  may  become  instruments 
of  good.  Then  will  all  the  inhabitants  of  Thy  world 
realize  and  know  that  to  Thee  alone  belongs  all 
worship  and  praise,  before  Thee  alone  will  they  then 
prostrate  themselves,  to  Thee  alone  pledge  their

There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any 
plague  come  nigh  thy  dwelling. 

For  he  shall  give  His  angels  charge  over  thee, 
to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways.

HEAR,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord 
is  One.

True  it  is  that  Thou  art  indeed  the  Lord  our 
God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  our  King,  our 
fathers'  King,  our  Redeemer,  the  Redeemer  of  our 
fathers,  our  Maker,  the  Rock  of  our  salvation ;  our 
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Deliverer  and  Rescuer  from  everlasting,  such  is  Thy 
name;  there  is  no  God  beside  Thee.

every  deed  that  hath  been  done :  not  a  creature 
is  concealed  from  Thee:  all  things  are  manifest 
and  known  unto  Thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  who 
lookest  and  seest  to  the  end  of  all  generations.

The  Lord  your  God  is  Truth. 

Rabbi:    True  and  binding  is  all  this  upon  us. 

Cong.:  For  He  is  the  Lord,  our  God,  and  none 
other;  and  we,  Israel,  are  His  people. 

Rabbi:  He  has  redeemed  us  from  the  tyranny  of 
kings. 

Cong.:  And  has  wrested  us  out  of  the  power  of 
oppressors. 

Rabbi:  He  hath  performed  wondrous  deeds,  be- 
yond search  and  without  number. 

Cong.:  He  has  fixed  our  souls  in  life  and  has  not 
permitted  us  to  slip. 

Rabbi:  He  wrought  wonders  for  us  in  the  land 
of  Egypt. 

Cong.:  And  brought  forth  His  people,  Israel, 
thence  to  everlasting  freedom. 

Rabbi:  He  led  His  people  through  the  paths  of 
the  sea. 

Cong.:  And  His  children  saw  His  might,  praised 
Him  and  acknowledged  His  sovereignty.

May  our  re- 
membrance rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before 
thee,  with  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  and  of 
all  Thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing  deliver- 
ance and  well-being,  grace,  lovingkindness  and 
mercy,  life  and  peace  on  this  Day  of  Atonement. 
Remember  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  our 
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well-being;  be  mindful  of  us  for  blessing,  and  save 
us  unto  hie:  by  Thy  promise  of  salvation  and  mercy, 
spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  have  mercy  upon 
us  and  save  us ;  for  our  eyes  are  bent  upon  Thee, 
because  Thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and 
King. 

(Congregation  Sitting) 

O  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our 
iniquities  (on  this  Sabbath  day,  and)  on  this  Day 
of  Atonement ;  blot  out  our  transgressions  and 
our  sins,  and  make  them  pass  away  from  before 
Thine  eyes;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I,  am  He  that 
blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  Mine  own 
sake;  and  I  will  not  remember  thy  sins.  And  it 
is  said,  I  have  blotted  out,  as  a  cloud,  thy  trans- 
gressions, and,  as  a  mist,  thy  sins:  return  unto 
Me,  for  I  have  redeemed  thee.  And  it  is  said, 
For  on  this  day  shall  atonement  be  made  for  you, 
to  cleanse  you ;  from  all  your  sins  shall  ye  be 
clean  before  the  Lord.  (Our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers,  accept  our  rest.)  Sanctify  us  by 
Thy  commandments,  and  grant  our  portion  in 
Thy  Law;  satisfy  us  with  Thy  goodness,  and 
gladden  us  with  Thy  salvation ;  (and  let  us  in- 
herit, O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and  favour,  Thy 
holy  Sabbath;  and  may  Israel,  who  hallow  Thy 
name,  rejoice  thereon)  ;  and  purify  our  hearts  to 
serve  Thee  in  truth ;  for  Thou  art  the  forgiver  of 
Israel  and  the  pardoner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun 
in  every  generation,  and  beside  Thee  we  have  no 
king  who  pardoneth  and  forgiveth.

Reader:  For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  be- 
fore Thee  by  the  conversation  of  our  lips : 

Cong.:  And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed 
before  Thee  with  deceitful  looks: 

Reader:  For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  be- 
fore Thee  by  idle  gossip: 

Cong.:  And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed 
before  Thee  by  causeless  hatred: 
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Congregation  and  Reader: 

For  all  of  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive 
us,  pardon  us,  grant  us  remission. 

Reader  and  Congregation  together: 

O  my  God!  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my 
lips  from  speaking  guile;  and  to  such  as  curse  me 
let  my  soul  be  dumb,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all 
as  the  dust.

Cong.:  How    precious    is    Thy    lovingkindness,    O 

Lord ;  and  the  sons  of  man  take  refuge 

in  the  shadow  of  Thy  wings. 
Reader:  For  with  Thee  is  the  fount  of  life ;  in  Thy 

light  shall  we  see  light. 

Cong.:     For  Thou,  O  Lord,  art  gracious  and  for- 
giving and  poureth  the  abundance  of  Thy

And  He  is  my  God — my  Redeemer  liveth — and 
a  rock  in  my  travail  in  time  of  distress ; 

And  He  is  my  banner  and  my  refuge,  the  portion 
of  my  cup  on  the  day  when  I  call. 

Into  His  hand  I  commend  my  spirit,  when  I 
sleep  and  when  I  wake; 

And  with  my  spirit,  my  body  also:  the  Lord  is 
with  me,  and  I  will  not  fear.

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  let  us  be  re- 
membered by  Thee  for  good :  grant  us  a  visitation 
of  salvation  and  mercy  from  Thy  heavens  of  old; 
and  remember  unto  us.  O  Lord  our  God,  the  cove- 
nant and  the  lovingkindness  and  the  oath  which 
Thou  swarest  unto  Abraham  our  father  on  Mount 
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Moriah :  and  may  the  binding  with  which  Abraham 
our  father  bound  his  son  Isaac  on  the  altar  appear 
before  Thee,  how  he  overbore  his  compassion  in 
order  to  perform  Thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart.  So 
may  Thy  compassion  overbear  Thine  anger  against 
us;  in  Thy  great  goodness  may  the  fierceness  of 
Thy  wrath  turn  aside  from  Thy  people,  Thy  city 
and  Thine  inheritance.  Fulfil  unto  us,  O  Lord  our 
God,  the  word  in  which  Thou  hast  bidden  us  trust

Lord ;  and  unto  the  Lord  I  made  supplication : 
What  profit  is  there  in  my  blood  if  I  go  down  to 
the  pit?  Can  the  dust  give  thanks  to  Thee?  Can 
it  declare  Thy  truth?  Hear,  O  Lord,  and  be  gra- 
cious unto  me;  Lord,  be  Thou  my  helper.  Thou 
hast  turned  for  me  my  mourning  into  dancing; 
Thou  hast  loosed  my  sackcloth,  and  girded  me  with 
gladness :  to  the  end  that  my  glory  may  sing  praise 
to  Thee,  and  not  be  silent:  O  Lord  my  God,  I  will 
give  thanks  unto  Thee  for  ever. 

Psalm  xc.  A  Prayer  of  Moses,  the  man  of  God. 
O  LORD,  Thou  hast  been  a  dwelling  place  unto 
us  in  all  generations.  Before  the  mountains  were 
brought  forth,  or  even  Thou  gavest  birth  to  the 
earth  and  the  world,  even  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting Thou  art  God.  Thou  turnest  man  back  to 
dust,  and  sayest.  Return,  ye  children  of  men.  For 
a  thousand  years  in  Thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday 
when  it  is  past,  and  a$  a  watch  in  the  night.

So  teach  us  to 
number  our  days,  that  we  may  get  us  a  heart  of 
wisdom.     Return,  O  Lord;  how  long? — and  repent 
Thee  concerning  Thy  servants.    O  satisfy  us  in  the 
morning    with    thy    lovingkindness ;    that    we    may 
exult  and  rejoice  all  our  days.     Make  us  rejoice 
according  to  the  days  wherein  Thou  hast  afflicted 
us,  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen  evil.

Only  with  thine 
eyes  shalt  thou  look  on,  and  see  the  retribution  of 
the  wicked. — For  Thou,  O  Lord,  art  my  refuge. — 
Thou  hast  made  the  Most  high  Thy  dwelling  place ; 
there  shall  no  evil  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any 
scourge  come  nigh  thy  tent.  For  he  shall  give  His 
angels  charge  over  thee,  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy 
ways.  They  shall  bear  thee  upon  their  hands, 
lest  thou  strike  thy  foot  against  a  stone.  Thou 
shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  the  adder:  upon  the 
young  lion  and  the  serpent  shalt  thou  trample. — 
Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  Me,  therefore 
will  I  deliver  him :  I  will  set  him  on  high,  because 
he  knoweth  My  name.  When  he  calleth  upon  Me, 
I  will  answer  him ;  I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble : 
I  will  deliver  him  and  honour  him.  With  length 
of  days  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  will  let  him  see  My 
salvation. 

Psalm  ciii.    A  Psalm  of  David. 

BLESS  the  Lord,  O  my  soul ;  and  all  that  is  within 
me  bless  His  holy  name.  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my 
soul,  and  forget  not  all  His  benefits:  Who  for- 
giveth  all  thine  iniquity ;  Who  healeth  all  thy  dis- 
eases :  Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  the  pit ;  Who 
crowneth  thee  with  lovingkindness  and  tender  mer- 
cies :  Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good  things ; 
so  that  thy  youth  is  renewed  like  the  eagle's.  The 
Lord  executeth  righteous  acts,  and  judgments  for 
all  that  are  oppressed.  He  made  known  His  ways 
unto  Moses.  His  doings  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 
The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious,  slow  to  anger, 
and  abounding  in  lovingkindness.  He  will  not  al- 
ways contend ;  neither  will  He  keep  His  anger  for 
ever.  He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sins,

nor  requited  us  after  our  iniquities.  For  as  the 
heaven  is  high  above  the  earth,  so  mighty  is  His 
lovingkindness  over  them  that  fear  Him.  As  far 
as  the  east  is  from  the  west,  so  far  hath  He  re- 
moved our  transgressions  from  us.  Like  as  a  father 
hath  mercy  upon  his  children,  so  the  Lord  hath 
mercy  upon  them  that  fear  Him.  For  He  knoweth 
our  frame;  He  remembereth  that  we  are. dust.  As 
for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass;  as  the  flower  of 
the  field,  so  he  flourisheth.  For  the  wind  passeth 
over  it,  and  it  is  gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall 
know  it  no  more.  But  the  lovingkindness  of  the 
Lord  is  from  everlasting  to  everlasting  upon  them 
that  fear  Him,  and  His  righteousness  unto  child- 
dren's  children,  to  such  as  keep  His  covenant,  and 
to  those  that  remember  His  precepts  to  do  them. 
The  Lord  hath  established  His  throne  in  the  hea- 
vens ;  and  His  kingdom  ruleth  over  all.  Bless  the 
Lord,  ye  His  angels:  ye  mighty  in  strength,  that 
fulfil  His  word,  hearkening  unto  the  voice  of  His 
word.  Bless  the  Lord,  all  ye  hosts;  ye  ministers 
of  His,  that  do  His  will.  Bless  the  Lord,  all  ye 
His  works,  in  all  places  of  His  dominion:  bless  the 
Lord,  O  my  soul. 

Psalm  civ. 

BLESS  the  Lord,  O  my  soul:  O  Lord  my  God, 
Thou  art  very  great;  Thou  hast  robed  Thee  in 
splendour  and  majesty.  He  covereth  Himself  with 
light  as  with  a  garment ;  He  stretcheth  out  the  hea- 
vens like  a  curtain :  He  layeth  the  beams  of  Hii 
upper  chambers  in  the  waters;  He  maketh  the 
clouds  His  chariot;  He  walketh  upon  the  wings  of 
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the  wind.  He  maketh  winds  His  messengers;  His 
ministers  flaming  fire:  He  founded  the  earth  upon 
its  bases,  that  it  might  not  be  moved  for  ever. 
Thou  didst  cover  it  with  the  deep  as  with  a  vesture ; 
the  waters  stood  above  the  mountains.  At  Thy  re- 
buke they  fled;  at  the  voice  of  Thy  thunder  they 
hasted  away.  The  mountains  rose,  the  valleys 
sank  into  the  place  which  Thou  hadst  founded  for 
them.  Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may  not 
pass  over;  that  they  turn  not  again  to  cover  the 
earth.  He  sendeth  forth  springs  into  the  valleys ; 
they  run  among  the  mountains.  They  give  drink 
to  every  beast  of  the  plain ;  the  wild  asses  quench 
their  thirst.  By  them  the  birds  of  the  heaven  have 
their  dwelling,  they  utter  their  voice  from  among 
the  branches.  He  giveth  drink  to  the  mountains 
from  His  upper  chambers :  the  earth  is  satisfied 
with  fruit  of  Thy  works.  He  causeth  grass  to 
grow  for  the  cattle,  and  herbs  for  the  service  of 
man  ;  that  he  may  bring  forth  bread  from  the  earth ; 
and  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man,  and 
oil  to  make  his  face  to  shine,  and  bread  that 
strengtheneth  man's  heart.  The  trees  of  the  Lord 
are  satisfied;  the  cedars  of  Lebanon  which  lie  hath 
planted ;  where  the  birds  make  their  nests :  as  for 
the  stork,  the  fir  trees  are  her  house.  The  high 
mountains  are  for  the  wild  goats ;  the  rocks  are  a 
refuge  for  the  conies.  He  made  the  moon  for 
seasons :  the  sun  knoweth  its  going  down.  Thou 
makest  darkness,  and  it  is  night;  wherein  all  the 
beasts  of  the  forest  do  move.  The  young  lions  roar 
after  their  prey,  and  seek  their  food  from  God. 
The  siin  ariseth,  they  get  them  away,  and  lay  them 
down  in  their  dens.  Man  goeth  forth  unto  his 
work  and  to  his  labour  until  the  evening.  How 
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manifold  are  Thy  works,  O  Lord!  In  wisdom  hast 
Thou  made  them  all :  the  earth  is  full  of  Thy  pos- 
sessions. Yonder  is  the  sea,  great  and  of  wide 
extent;  therein  are  moving  things  innumerable, 
living  creatures  both  small  and  great.  There  the 
ships  make  their  course ;  there  is  leviathan  whom 
Thou  hast  formed  to  sport  therein.  These  all  wait 
upon  Thee,  that  Thou  mayest  give  them  their  food 
in  due  season.  Thou  givest  unto  them,  they  gather ; 
Thou  openest  thine  hand,  they  are  satisfied  with 
good.  Thou  hidest  Thy  face,  they  are  confounded ; 
Thou  gatherest  in  their  breath,  they  die,  and  return 
to  their  dust.  Thou  sendeth  forth  Thy  spirit,  they 
are  created;  and  Thou  renewest  the  face  of  the 
ground.  Let  the  glory  of  the  Lord  endure  for 
ever;  let  the  Lord  rejoice  in  His  works.  He-look- 
eth  on  the  earth,  and  it  trembleth ;  He  toucheth  the 
mountains,  and  they  smoke.  I  will  sing  unto  the 
Lord  as  long  as  I  live:  I  will  sing  praise  to  my 
God  while  I  have  my  being.  May  my  meditation 
be  sweet  unto  him:  as  for  me,  I  will  rejoice  in 
the  Lord.  Sinners  shall  be  consumed  out  of  the 
earth,  and  the  wicked  shall  be  no  more.  Bless  the 
Lord,  O  my  soul:  praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  xcviii. 

O  SING  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song;  for  He  hath 
done  marvellous  things:  His  right  hand,  and  His 
holy  arm,  hath  wrought  salvation  for  him.  The 
Lord  hath  made  known  His  salvation:  His  right- 
eousness hath  He  revealed  in  the  sight  of  nations. 
He  hath  remembered  His  lovingkindness  and  His 
faithfulness  toward  the  house  of  Israel :  all  the 
ends  of  the  earth  have  seen  the  salvation  of  our 
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God.  Shout  for  joy  unto  the  Lord  all  the  earth; 
break  forth  into  exultation,  and  sing  praises.  Sing 
praises  unto  the  Lord  with  the  lyre;  with  the 
lyre  and  the  sound  of  song.  With  trumpets  and 
the  sound  of  the  horn  shout  for  joy  before  the 
King,  the  Lord.  Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness 
thereof,  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 
Let  the  streams  clap  their  hands,  let  the  moun- 
tains exult  together  before  the  Lord,  for  He  com- 
eth  to  judge  the  earth:  he  will  judge  the  world 
with  righteousness  and  the  peoples  with  equity. 

Psalm  cxlv 

I  WILL  extol  thee,  my  God,  OKing;  and  I  will 
bless  Thy  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

Every  day  will  I  bless  Thee;  and  I  will  praise 
Thy  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

Great  is  the  Lord,  and  greatly  to  be  praised ;  and 
His  greatness  is  unsearchable. 

One  generation  shall  praise  Thy  works  to  an- 
other, and  shall  declare  Thy  mighty  acts. 

I  will  speak  of  the  glorious  honour  of  Thy 
majesty,  and  of  Thy  wondrous  works. 

And  men  shall  speak  of  the  might  of  Thy  terrible 
acts;  and  I  will  declare  Thy  greatness. 

They  shall  abundantly  utter  the  memory  of  Thy 
great  goodness,  and  shall  sing  of  Thy  righteousness. 

The  Lord  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion; 
slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  mercy. 

The  Lord  is  good  to  all :  and  His  tender  mercies 
are  over  all  His  works. 

All  Thy  works  shall  praise  Thee,  O  Lord;  and 
Thy  saints  shall  bless  Thee. 

They  shall  speak  of  the  glory  of  Thy  kingdom, 
and  talk  of  Thy  power; 
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To  make  known  to  the  sons  of  men  His  mighty 
acts,  and  the  glorious  majesty  of  His  kingdom. 

Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  Thy 
dominion  endureth  throughout  all  generations. 

The  Lord  upholdeth  all  that  fall,  and  raiseth  up 
all  those  that  be  bowed  down. 

The  eyes  of  all  wait  upon  Thee ;  and  Thou  givest 
them  their  meat  in  due  season. 

Thou  openest  Thine  hand,  and  satisfies!  the  de- 
sire of  every  living  thing. 

The  Lord  is  righteous  in  all  His  ways,  and  holy 
in  all  His  works. 

The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  all  them  that  call  upon 
Him,  to  all  that  call  upon  Him  in  truth. 

He  will  fulfil  the  desire  of  them  that  fear  Him: 
He  also  will  hear  their  cry,  and  will  save  them. 

The  Lord  preserveth  all  them  that  love  Him :  but 
all  the  wicked  will  He  destroy. 

My  mouth  shall  speak  the  praise  of  the  Lord : 
and  let  all  flesh  bless  His  holy  name  for  ever  and 
ever.  But  we  will  bless  the  Lord  from  this  time 
forth  and  for  evermore.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 


Psalm  cxlvi. 

PRAISE  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  the  Lord,  O  my 
soul:  I  will  praise  the  Lord,  while  I  live:  I  will 
sing  praises  unto  my  God  while  I  have  my  being. 
Put  not  your  trust  in  princes,  in  a  son  of  man,  in 
whom  there  is  no  help.  When  his  breath  goeth 
forth,  he  returneth  to  his  earth ;  in  that  very  day 
his  designs  perish.  Happy  is  he  that  hath  the  God 
of  Jacob  for  his  help,  whose  hope  is  in  the  Lord 
his  God :  Who  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea, 
and  all  that  is  therein ;  Who  keepeth  truth  for 
ever;  Who  executeth  judgment  for  the  oppressed; 
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Who  giveth  food  to  the  hungry:  the  Lord  looseth 
the  prisoners;  the  Lord  openeth  the  eyes  of  the 
blind;  the  Lord  raiseth  up  them  that  are  bowed 
down;  the  Lord  loveth  the  righteous;  the  Lord 
guardeth  the  strangers;  He  upholdeth  the  father- 
less and  widow;  but  the  way  of  the  wicked  Me 
maketh  crooked.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever, 
thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.  Praise  ye 
the  Lord. 


Psalm  cxlvii. 

PRAISE  ye  the  Lord ;  for  it  is  good  to  sing  praises 
unto  our  God ;  for  it  is  pleasant,  and  praise  is 
seemly.  The  Lord  doth  build  up  Jerusalem;  He 
gathereth  together  the  outcasts  of  Israel.  He 
healeth  the  broken  in  heart,  and  bindeth  up  their 
wounds.  He  counteth  the  number  of  the  stars ; 
He  calleth  them  all  by  their  names.  Great  is  our 
Lord,  and  mighty  in  power;  His  understanding  is 
infinite.  The  Lord  upholdeth  the  meek:  lie 
abaseth  the  wicked  to  the  ground.  Sing  unto  the 
Lord  with  thanksgiving;  sing  praises  upon  the 
lyre  unto  our  God :  Who  covereth  the  heaven  with 
clouds,  Who  prepareth  rain  for  the  earth,  Who 
maketh  the  grass  to  sprout  upon  the  mountains; 
\Vho  giveth  to  the  beast  its  food,  and  to  the  young 
ravens  which  cry.  He  delighteth  not  in  the 
strength  of  the  horse,  He  taketh  no  pleasure  in  the 
vigour  of  a  man.  The  Lord  taketh  pleasure  in 
them  that  fear  Him,  in  them  that  hope  for  His 
lovingkindness.  Extol  the  Lord,  O  Jerusalem; 
praise  thy  God,  O  Zion.  For  He  hath  strengthened 
the  bars  of  thy  gates ;  He  hath  blessed  thy  children 
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within  thee.  He  maketh  peace  in  thy  borders;  He 
satisfieth  thee  with  the  fat  of  wheat.  He  sendeth 
out  His  commandment  to  the  earth;  His  word  run- 
neth very  swiftly.  He  giveth  snow  like  wool ;  He 
scattered!  hoar  frost  like  ashes.  He  casteth  forth 
His  ice  like  morsels:  who  can  stand  before  His 
cold?  He  sendeth  out  His  word,  and  melteth 
them:  He  catiseth  His  wind  to  blow,  and  the 
waters  flow.  He  declareth  His  words  unto  Jacob, 
His  statutes  and  His  judgments  unto  Israel.  He 
hath  not  dealt  so  with  any  nation :  and  as  for  His 
judgments,  they  do  not  know  them.  Praise  ye  the 
Lord. 

Psalm  cxlviii. 

PRAISE  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  ye  the  Lord  from 
the  heavens:  praise  Him  in  the  heights.  Praise 
ye  Him,  all  His  angels:  praise  ye  Him,  all  His 
host.  Praise  ye  Him,  sun  and  moon :  praise  Him, 
all  ye  stars  of  light.  Praise  Him,  ye  heavens  of 
heavens,  and  ye  waters  that  are  above  the  heavens. 
Let  them  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord :  for  He 
commanded,  and  they  were  created.  He  hath  es- 
tablished them  for  ever  and  ever:  He  gave  a  decree 
which  none  shall  transgress.  Praise  the  Lord 
from  the  earth,  ye  sea-monsters  and  all  deeps:  fire 
and  hail,  snow  and  smoke;  stormy  wind,  fulfilling 
His  word :  mountains  and  all  hills ;  fruit  trees  and 
all  cedars:  wild  beasts  and  all  cattle;  creeping 
things  and  winged  birds :  kings  of  the  earth  and  all 
peoples ;  princes  and  all  judges  of  the  earth :  both 
young  men  and  maidens ;  old  men  and  children :  let 
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them  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord;  for  His  name 
alone  is  exalted:  His  majesty  is  above  the  earth  and 
heaven.  And  He  hath  lifted  up  a  horn  for  His 
people,  to  the  praise  of  all  His  loving  ones:  even 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  the  people  near  unto  Him : 
praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cxlix. 

PRAISE  ye  the  Lord.  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new 
song;  His  praise  in  the  assembly  of  those  that  love 
Him.  Let  Israel  rejoice  in  His  Maker:  let  the 
children  of  Zion  be  glad  in  their  King.  Let  them 
praise  His  name  with  the  dance:  let  them  sing 
praises  unto  Him  with  the  timbrel  and  lyre.  For 
the  Lord  taketh  pleasure  in  His  people:  He 
adorneth  the  meek  with  salvation.  Let  those  that 
love  Him  triumph  in  glory :  let  them  exult  upon 
their  beds.  High  praises  of  God  are  in  their 
throat,  and  a  two-edged  sword  in  their  hand ;  to 
execute  vengeance  upon  the  nations,  and  punish- 
ments upon  the  peoples:  to  bind  their  kings  witli 
chains,  and  their  nobles  with  fetters  of  iron ;  to 
execute  upon  them  the  judgment  written :  this  is 
an  honour  for  all  His  loving  ones.  Praise  ye  the 
Lord. 

Psalm  cl. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  God  in  His  sanc- 
tuary: praise  Him  in  the  firmament  of  His 
power.  Praise  Him  for  His  mighty  acts:  praise 
Him  according  to  His  abundant  greatness. 
Praise  Him  with  the  blast  of  the  horn ;  praise 
Him  with  the  harp  and  the  lyre.  Praise  Him 
with  the  timbrel  and  dance:  praise  Him  with 
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stringed  instruments  and  the  pipe.  Praise  Him 
with  the  clear-toned  cymbals:  praise  Him  with 
the  loud-sounding  cymbals.  Let  everything  that 
hath  breath  praise  the  Lord :  praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord  for  evermore.  Blessed  be 
the  Lord  God,  the  God  of  Israel,  who  alone  doeth 
wondrous  things:  and  blessed  be  His  glorious  name 
for  ever;  and  let  the  whole  earth  be  filled  with  His 
glory.  So  say  ye  Amen. 

The  breath  of  every  living  being  shall  bless  Thy 
name,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  the  spirit  of  all  flesh 
shall  continually  glorify  and  exalt  Thy  memorial, 
O  our  King;  from  everlasting  to  everlasting  thou 
art  God;  and  beside  Thee  we  have  no  King 
who  redeemeth  and  saveth.  Thou  didst  redeem 
us  from  Egypt,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  didst 
release  us  from  the  house  of  bondage;  during 
famine  Thou  didst  feed  us,  and  didst  sus- 
tain us  in  plenty ;  from  the  sword  Thou  didst  rescue 
us,  from  pestilence  Thou  didst  save  us,  and  from 
sore  and  lasting  diseases  Thou  didst  deliver  us.

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Law.  Enlighten  our  eyes  in  Thy  Law  and  let 
our  hearts  cleave  to  Thy  commandments,  and 
unite  our  hearts  to  love  and  fear  Thy  name,  so  that 
•vve  be  never  put  to  shame.  Because  we  have  trusted 
in  Thy  holy  ,  great  and  revered  name,  we  shall  re- 
joice and  be  glad  in  Thy  salvation ;  for  Thou  art 
a  God  who  worketh  salvation.  Thou  hast  chosen 
us  and  hast  brought  us  near  unto  Thy  great  name 
for  ever  in  faithfulness,  that  we  might  in  love 
give  thanks  unto  Thee  and  proclaim  Thy  unity. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast  chosen  Thy 
people  Israel  in  love. 

(Congregation  Standing) 

Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is 
One. 

BLESSED  be  His  name,  whose  glorious  kingdom 
is  for  ever  and  ever. 

(Congregation  Sitting) 

And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
might.  And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee 
this  day,  shall  be  upon  thine  heart:  and  thou  shalt 
teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  children,  and  shalt 
talk  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and 
when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest 
down,  and  when  thou  risest  up.  And  thou  shalt 
bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thine  hand,  and  they 
chnll  be  for  frontlets  between  thine  eyes.  And 
thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door  posts  of  thy 
house,  and  upon  thy  gates. 

That  ye  may  remember  and  do  all  my  command- 
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merits,  and  be  holy  unto  your  God.  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  to  be  your  God: 

Choir: 
The  Lord  your  God  is  Truth. 

True  and  firm,  established  and  enduring,  is  this 
Thy  word  unto  us  for  ever  and  ever. 

It  is  true,  the  God  of  the  universe  is  our  King, 
the  Rock  of  Jacob,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation. 
His  words  also  live  and  endure;  they  are  faithful 
and  desirable  to  all  eternity. 

True  it  is  that  Thou  art  indeed  the  Lord  our 
God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  our  King,  our 
Helper,  our  Maker,  the  Rock  of  our  salvation ;  our 
Deliverer  and  Rescuer  from  everlasting,  such  is  Thy 
name;  there  is  no  God  beside  Thee. 

True  it  is  that  Thou  art  indeed  the  first  and 
Thou  art  the  last,  and  beside  Thee  we  have  no 
King,  Redeemer  and  Saviour.  From  Egypt  Thou 
didst  redeem  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  from  the 
house  of  bondmen  Thou  didst  deliver  us.  Where- 
fore the  beloved  praised  and  extolled  God,  and 
offered  hymns,  songs,  praises,  blessings  and  thanks- 
givings to  the  King  and  God,  who  liveth  and  en- 
dureth ;  who  is  high  and  exalted,  great  and  revered; 
who  bringeth  low  the  haughty,  and  raiseth  up  the 
lowly,  leadeth  forth  the  prisoners,  delivereth  the 
meek,  helpeth  the  poor,  and  answereth  his  people 
when  they  cry  unto  Him ;  even  praises  to  the  Most 
High  God,  blessed  is  he,  and  ever  to  be  blessed. 
Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  sang  a  song  unto 
Thee  with  great  joy,  saying,  all  of  them, 
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Choir: 

Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  among  the  mighty,  O 
Lord !  Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  glorious  in  holiness, 
revered  in  praise,  working  wonders! 

With  a  new  song  the  redeemed  people  offered 
praise  unto  Thy  name  at  the  sea  shore;  they  all 
gave  thanks  in  unison,  and  proclaimed  Thy  sover- 
eignty, and  said, 

The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

O  Rock  of  Israel,  arise  to  the  help  of  Israel.  Our 
Redeemer,  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  his  name,  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast 
redeemed  Israel. 

(Congregation  Standing) 

O  Lord,  open  Thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall 
declare  Thy  praise. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers,  God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac,  and 
God  of  Jacob,  the  great,  mighty  and  revered  God, 
the  most  high  God,  who  bestowest  lovingkindness, 
and  possessest  all  things ;  who  rememberest  the 
pious  deeds  of  patriarchs,  and  in  love  wilt  bring 
redemption  to  their  children's  children  for  Thy 
name's  sake. 

Choir: 

Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King,  who  delightest 
in  life,  and  inscribe  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  Thine 
own  sake.  O  living  God.  O  King,  Helper,  Saviour 
and  Shield.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield 
of  Abraham. 
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Thou,  O  Lord,  art  mighty  for  ever,  Thou  quick- 
enest  the  dead,  Thou  art  mighty  to  save. 

Thou  sustainest  the  living  with  lovingkindness, 
quickenest  the  dead  with  great  mercy,  supportest 
the  falling,  healest  the  sick,  loosest  the  bound,  and 
keepest  Thy  faith  to  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust. 
Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  Lord  of  mighty  acts,  and 
who  resembleth  Thee,  O  King,  who  killest  and 
quickenest,  and  causeth  salvation  to  spring  forth? 
Choir: 

Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  Father  of  mercy,  who  in 
mercy  rememberest  Thy  creatures  unto  life? 

Yea,  faithful  art  Thou  to  quicken  the  dead. 
Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  quickenest  the  dead. 

Reader: 

We  will  sanctify  Thy  name  in  the  world  even  as 
they  sanctify  it  in  the  highest  heavens,  as  it  is 
written  by  the  hand  of  Thy  prophet: 

And  they  called  one  unto  the  other  and  said, 

Cong.:      Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts: 
the  whole  earth  is  full  of  His  glory. 

Reader: 

Then  with  a  noise  of  great  rushing,  mighty  and 
strong,  they  make  their  voices  heard,  and,  upraising 
themselves  towards  the  Seraphim,  they  exclaim 
over  against  them,  Blessed — 
Cong.:  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from 
His  place. 

Reader: 

From  Thy  place  shine  forth.  O  our  King,  and 
reign  over  us,  for  we  wait  for  Thee.  Mayest  Thou 
be  magnified  and  sanctified  throughout  all  genera- 
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tions  and  to  all  eternity.  O  let  our  eyes  behold 
Thy  kingdom,  according  to  the  word  that  was 
spoken  in  the  songs  of  David,  Thy  servant: 

Cong.:  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.  Praise 
ye  the  Lord. 

Reader:  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare 
Thy  greatness,  and  to  all  eternity  we 
will  proclaim  Thy  holiness,  and  Thy 
praise,  O  our  God,  shall  not  depart  from 
our  mouth  for  ever,  for  thou  art  a  great 
and  holy  God  and  King. 

(Congregation  Sitting) 

Now,  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  Thine 
awe  upon  all  Thy  works,  and  Thy  dread  upon  all 
that  Thou  hast  created,  that  all  works  may  fear 
Thee  and  all  creatures  bow  before  Thee,  that  they 
may  all  form  a  single  band  to  do  Thy  will  with  a 
perfect  heart,  even  as  we  know,  O  Lord  our  God, 
that  dominion  is  Thine,  strength  is  in  Thy  hand, 
and  might  in  Thy  right  hand,  and  that  Thy  name 
is  to  be  revered  above  all  that  Thou  hast  created. 

Give  then  glory,  O  Lord,  unto  Thy  people,  praise 
to  them  that  fear  Thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  Thee, 
and  free  speech  to  them  that  wait  for  Thee,  joy  to 
our  land,  gladness  to  our  city. 
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Then  shall  the  just  also  see  and  be  glad,  and  the 
upright  shall  exult,  and  the  pious  triumphantly  re- 
joice, while  iniquity  shall  close  her  mouth,  and  all 
wickedness  shall  be  wholly  consumed  like  smoke, 
when  Thou  makest  the  dominion  of  arrogance  to 
pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  Thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  Thou  alone  over 
all  Thy  works,  as  it  is  written  in  Thy  Holy  Word, 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God,  O  Zion, 
unto  all  generations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  Thou,  and  dreaded  is  Thy  name,  and 
there  is  no  God  beside  Thee,  as  it  is  written,  And 
the  Lord  of  hosts  is  exalted  in  judgment,  and  the 
holy  God  is  sanctified  in  righteousness.  Blessed  art 
Thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

THOU  hast  chosen  us  to  be  Thy  messengers  to  all 
peoples  of  the  earth,  to  proclaim  to  them  Thy  unity 
and  to  exalt  the  sanctity  of  Thy  holy  name;  Thou 
hast  sanctified  us  by  Thy  commandments  and 
brought  us  near  unto  Thy  service,  O  our  King,  and 
called  us  by  Thy  great  and  holy  name. 

(On  Sabbath  add  the  words  in  brackets.) 

AND  Thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our 
God,  [this  Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest,  and] 
this  Day  of  Atonement  for  pardon,  forgiveness, 
and  atonement,  that  we  may  [in  love]  obtain  par- 
don thereon  for  all  our  iniquities ;  an  holy  convoca- 
tion, as  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 
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Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers!  May  our  re- 
membrance rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before 
thee,  with  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  and  of 
all  Thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing  deliver- 
ance and  well-being,  grace,  lovingkindness  and 
mercy,  life  and  peace  on  this  Day  of  Atonement. 
Remember  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  our 
well-being;  be  mindful  of  us  for  blessing,  and  save 
us  unto  life :  by  Thy  promise  of  salvation  and  mercy, 
spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  have  mercy  upon 
us  and  save  us;  for  our  eyes  are  bent  upon  Thee, 
because  Thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and 
King. 

(Congregation  Sitting) 

O  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our 
iniquities  (on  this  Sabbath  day,  and)  on  this  Day 
of  Atonement ;  blot  out  our  transgressions  and 
our  sins,  and  make  them  pass  away  from  before 
Thine  eyes;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I,  am  He  that 
blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  Mine  own 
sake;  and  I  will  not  remember  thy  sins.  And  it 
is  said,  I  have  blotted  out,  as  a  cloud,  thy  trans- 
gressions, and,  as  a  mist,  thy  sins:  return  unto 
Me,  for  I  have  redeemed  thee.  And  it  is  said, 
For  on  this  day  shall  atonement  be  made  for  you, 
to  cleanse  you;  from  all  your  sins  shall  ye  be 
clean  before  the  Lord.  (Our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers,  accept  our  rest.)  Sanctify  us  by 
Thy  commandments,  and  grant  our  portion  in 
Thy  Law;  satisfy  us  with  Thy  goodness,  and 
gladden  us  with  Thy  salvation ;  (and  let  us  in- 
herit, O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and  favour,  Thy 
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holy  Sabbath ;  and  may  Israel,  who  hallow  Thy 
name,  rejoice  thereon)  ;  and  purify  our  hearts  to 
serve  Thee  in  truth ;  for  Thou  art  the  forgiver  of 
Israel  and  the  pardoner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun 
in  every  generation,  and  beside  Thee  we  have  no 
king  who  pardoneth  and  forgiveth.  Blessed  art 
Thou,  O  Lord,  Thou  King  who  pardonest  and 
forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  Thy 
people,  the  house  of  Israel,  who  makest  our  tres- 
passes to  pass  away  year  by  year,  King  over  all 
the  earth,  who  sanctifiest  (the  Sabbath  and) 
Israel  and  the  day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  Israel  and 
their  prayers ;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people 
Israel  be  ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 

Praised  be  Thou,  O  Lord,  whom  alone  we 
worship  and  adore.  Amen. 

We  give  thanks  unto  Thee,  for  Thou  art  the  Lord 
our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever  and 
ever ;  Thou  art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the  Shield  of 
our  salvation  through  every  generation.  We  will 
give  thanks  unto  Thee  and  declare  Thy  praise  for 
our  lives  which  are  committed  unto  Thy  hand,  and 
for  our  souls  which  are  in  Thy  charge,  and  for  Thy 
miracles,  which  are  daily  with  us,  and  for  Thy  won- 
ders and  Thy  benefits,  which  Thou  bestowest  upon 
us  at  all  times,  evening,  morn  and  noon.  O  Thou 
who  art  all-good,  whose  mercies  fail  not;  Thou, 
merciful  Being,  whose  lovingkindness  never  ceas- 
eth ;  we  have  ever  hoped  in  Thee. 
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And  for  all  these  favors,  O  our  King,  shall  Thy 
name  be  blessed  for  ever  and  ever. 

Congregation: 

O  inscribe  all  the  children  of  Thy  covenant  for 
a  happy  life. 

May  all  the  living  pay  homage  unto  Thee,  and 
praise  Thy  name  in  truth,  O  Lord,  our  help  and 
salvation.  Blessed  be  Thou,  O  Lord,  whose  name 
is  the  All-Good,  and  unto  whom  it  is  proper  to  give 
thanks.  Amen ! 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  bless  us  with 
the  three-fold  blessing  of  Thy  Law  written  by  the 
hand  of  Moses  Thy  servant,  which  was  spoken  by 
Aaron  and  his  sons,  the  priests,  Thy  holy  people, 
as  it  is  said,  The  Lord  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee : 
the  Lord  make  His  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be 
gracious  unto  thee:  the  Lord  turn  His  face  unto 
thee,  and  give  thee  peace. 

Grant  peace,  welfare,  blessing,  grace,  loving- 
kindness  and  mercy  unto  us  and  unto  all  Israel,  thy 
people.  Bless  us,  O  our  Father,  even  all  of  us 
together,  with  the  light  of  Thy  countenance ;  for  by 
the  light  of  Thy  countenance  Thou  hast  given  us, 
O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life,  lovingkindness 
and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and  peace; 
and  may  it  be  good  in  Thy  sight  to  bless  Thy  peo- 
ple Israel  at  all  times  and  in  every  hour  with  Thy 
peace.

In  the  book  of  life,  blessing,  peace  and  good  sus- 
tenance may  we  be  remembered  and  inscribed  be- 
fore Thee,  we  and  all  Thy  people  the  house  of 
Israel,  for  a  happy  life  and  for  peace.  Blessed 
art  Thou,  O  Lord,  Who  makest  peace. 

How  can  man  be  guiltless,  when  even  the 
hosts  of  Heaven  are  not  pure  in  Thy  sight?  If 
fire  will  consume  green  branches,  will  it  not  the 
more  quickly  burn  the  withered  grass?  Dark- 
ness is  clear  as  light  unto  Thee,  Whose  eye  ob- 
serveth  all.  Thy  habitation  is  concealed  from 
us,  yet  are  all  our  secret  things  revealed  unto 
Thee.  Thou  art  sole  Judge;  Thou  sittest  alone. 
Who  can  reverse  Thee?  And  over  nation  and 
individual  He  letteth  fall  the  plumb-line.  Who 
can  condemn?  Let  every  creature  consider  this, 
lest  his  inclination  mislead  him  to  sin  against  his 
Creator.  In  darkness,  he  grew  to  life ;  in  death, 
he  returns  to  darkness ;  the  reckoning  is  with  his 
Creator.  Unclean  at  birth,  unclean  through  life, 
in  death  he  maketh  unclean.  The  days  of  his 
life  are  empty  and  his  nights  are  void ;  and  his 
labors  in  vain.  Like  a  sleeper  aroused  from  his 
dream,  terrors  continually  affright  him.  By 
night  he  sleepeth  not;  by  clay  he  findeth  no  re- 
pose, till  he  slumbereth  in  the  grave.  Why  should 
living  man  complain?  Sufficient  for  him  that 
he  lives.  Born  to  trouble  and  toil,  happy  indeed 
is  he  if  his  labor  be  honest.  His  end  will  testify 
to  his  purpose;  why  should  he  try  to  deceive? 
All  the  while  his  seal  is  set  upon  his  work ;  how 
can  he  dissemble?  If  he  be  a  pious  worker,  his 
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deeds  will  accompany  him  to  the  beyond.  If 
he  be  a  seeker  of  wisdom,  she  will  abide  with 
him  to  the  end.  If  he  stirreth  the  wrath  of 
Heaven  by  fraud  or  deceit,  then  shall  his  days 
be  cut  off.  If  he  hath  desired  and  accepted  cor- 
rection, then  in  old  age  shall  he  flourish  in  wis- 
dom. But  if  he  get  a  good  name,  which  is  the 
noblest  of  titles,  it  shall  be  said  of  him,  that  of 
a  surety  the  day  of  his  death  was  better  than 
the  day  of  his  birth.  Until  the  day  of  his  death, 
Thou  waitest  for  him  to  repent,  that  Thou 
mayest  lead  him  to  immortal  life. 

SOVEREIGN  of  the  Universe!  the  custom  of  Thy 
righteous  tribunal  is  not  as  the  custom  of  human 
courts;  for  the  manner  of  man  is  that  if  one 
has  a  claim  of  money  against  another,  he  hales 
him  before  the  judge.  If  he  denies  his  indebt- 
edness, he  is  acquitted ;  and  if  he  confesses,  he 
is  compelled  to  pay.  But  at  Thy  tribunal  it  is 
not  so.  If  he  denies  his  sin,  woe  unto  him,  alas 
for  his  soul !  But  if  he  confesses  and  forsakes 
his  sins,  Thou  wilt  have  mercy  upon  him  and 
deliver  his  soul  from  destruction. 

Congregation: 

O  MAY  the  power  of  Thy  mercy  be  made  mani- 
fest this  day,  when  Thou  pardonest  the  sins  of 
Thy  people  who  confess  their  faults  before 
Thee. 

Congregation  and  Reader  together: 
MAY  it  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord,  my  God  and  the 
God   of  my   fathers,  that  Thou   enterest  not   into 
judgment  with  Thy  servant ;  for  no  man  can  prove 
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himself  perfect  in  Thy  sight.  What  am  I?  What 
is  my  life?  I  am  a  straw  before  the  fire,  as  dried 
twigs  beset  by  flames;  as  a  potsherd  covered 
with  silver  dross,  a  vanity  of  vanities,  vain  and 
unenduring.  Wherewith  shall  I  come  before  Thee, 

0  Lord,  my  God!  or  what  remedy  shall  I  ask  of 
Thee?     As  a  stubborn  and  rebellious  son  have  I 
angered  Thee,  by  doing  that  which  is  evil  in  Thy 
sight;  as  a  servant  disobeying  his  master  and  as 
a    pupil     contending    against   his   teacher.      That 
which  Thou  hast  declared  clean,  I  have  made  un- 
clean; and  that  which  Thou  hast  pronounced  un- 
clean, have  I  called  clean.     That  which  Thou  hast 
forbidden,  I  have  allowed;  and  that  which  Thou 
hast    permitted,  have    I    disallowed.     What    Thou 
lovest,   I  have  hated;   and   what   Thou   abhorrest, 
have  I  loved.    Trifles  in  Thy  sight  have  been  made 
important  by  me;  and  what  Thou  deemest  import- 
ant, have  I  regarded  as  trivial.     What  Thou  de- 
sirest  to  be  brought  near,  have  I  removed  afar;  and 
what  Thou  wouldst  require  remote  from  men,  have 

1  brought  near.     But  it  was  not  in  my  heart  to 
anger  Thee  and  with  great  confidence  I  come  to 
Thee  to  beseech  pardon,  forgiveness  and  remission. 
I   feel  emboldened  to  make  my  petition  and  know 
that  I  shall  not  be  put  to  shame,  for  my  trust  is  in 
Thee,  O  Lord,  Who  art  my  God,  and  my  reliance 
is   on   Thy  abundant  mercies.      For   I   know   that 
Thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God,  long  suffer- 
ing and  full  of  mercy  and  exceedingly  beneficent. 
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What  shall  we  say  before  Thee,  O  Thou  Who 
dwellest  on  high,  and  what  shall  we  recount  unto. 
Thee,  Thou  Who  abidest  in  the  heavens?  dost 
Thou  not  know  all  things,  both  the  hidden  and  the 
revealed  ? 

Thou  knowest  the  secrets  of  eternity  and  the 
most  hidden  mysteries  of  all  living.  Thou  search- 
est  the  innermost  recesses,  and  triest  the  reins  and 
the  heart.  Nought  is  concealed  from  Thee,  or  hid- 
den from  Thine  eyes. 

May  it  then  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and 
God  of  our  fathers,  to  forgive  us  for  all  our  sins, 
to  pardon  us  for  all  our  iniquities,  and  to  grant 
us  remission  for  all  our  transgressions. 

Reader:  For   the  sins   which   we   have  committed 

against  Thee  under  compulsion. 
Cong.:    And  for  the  sins  which  we  have  committed 

against  Thee  of  our  own  will. 
Reader:  For   the    sins   which   we   have    committed 

against  Thee  in  secret. 
Cong.:    And  for  the  sins  which  we  have  committed 

against  Thee  in  public. 
Reader:  For  the   sins   which    we   have   committed 

against  Thee  through  ignorance. 
Cong.:    And  for  the  sins  which  we  have  committed 

against  Thee  presumptuously. 

Reader: 

AND  because  of  the  love,  O  Lord  our  God, 
wherewith  Thou  lovest  Thy  people  and  because  of 
the  great  compassion,  wherewith  Thou  compas- 
sionatest  Thy  children,  Thou  hast  appointed  this 
(Sabbath  day,  for  sanctifieation  and  for  rest  and 
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this}  Day  of  Atonement  for  the  pardoning  of  sin, 
the  forgiving  of  iniquity  and  the  atonement  of 
transgression.

Cong.:    This    day    wilt    Thou    forgive    the   whole 

congregation   of   Israel   and  the   stranger 

that  sojourneth.

Reader.  For  the  sake  of  the  glory  of  Thy  name,  O 

Thou  Who  hearest  prayer,  be  Thou  found 

of  us.     Yea,  hear  our  supplications  and 

answer  us. 
Cong.:    Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  O  Lord? 

Reader: 

As  it  is  written,  "Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  O  God, 
that  pardoneth  iniquity  and  passeth  by  the  trans- 
gression of  the  remnant  of  His  heritage?  He  re- 
taineth  not  His  anger  for  ever,  because  He  delight- 
eth  in  mercy.  He  will  turn  again ;  He  will  have  com- 
passion upon  us ;  He  will  subdue  our  iniquities  and 
He  will  cast  all  our  sins  into  the  depths  of  the  sea. 
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Thou  wilt  keep  faith  with  Jacob  and  show  mercy 
to  Abraham,  the  which  Thou  hast  sworn  unto  our 
fathers  from  the  days  of  old." 

Thou,  O  God,  art  slow  to  anger  and  art  called 
Lord  of  Mercy.  Thou  showest  the  way  to  repent- 
ance. Bear  in  mind  to-day  and  every  day  the  great- 
ness of  Thy  compassion  and  lovingkindness  and  be- 
stow them  upon  those  who  love  Thee.  Turn  unto 
us  in  compassion.  Even  as  Thou  didst  instruct  the 
meek  man  of  old,  have  we  come  before  Thee,  utter- 
ing prayer  and  supplication.  Be  not  angered  against 
us  but  permit  us  to  shelter  in  the  shadow  of  Thy 
wing,  as  on  the  day  when  Thy  glory  descended  in  a 
lowering  cloud.  O  forgive  transgression  and  blot 
out  sin  as  on  the  day  when  Thou  didst  uphold  the 
prophet.  Hear  our  cry  and  give  ear  unto  our  speech, 
as  on  the  day  Thou  didst  proclaim  Thy  name,  O 
Lord,  even  as  it  is  said: 

"And  the  Lord  made  Himself  manifest  to  him 
and  declared, 

'The  Lord,  the  Lord  is  a  God,  full  of  compassion 
and  gracious,  slow  to  anger  and  abundant  in  mercy 
and  truth ;  reserving  His  mercy  for  countless  thou- 
sands, forgiving  iniquity,  transgression  and  sin  and 
acquitting.' ' 

Cong.:    And  Thou   wilt  pardon   our  iniquity  and 

our  sin  and  make  us  inherit  good. 
Reader:  Like  as  a   father  pitieth  his  children,  so 

pity  us,  O  Lord. 
Cong.:    The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us;  the  God  of 

Jacob  is  a  Fortress  unto  us. 
Reader:  O  Lord  of  hosts,  happy  is  the  man  that 

trusteth  in  Thee. 
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Cong.:  O  God,  save  us!  Answer  us,  O  King,  on 
the  day  when  we  call  upon  Thee. 

Reader:  Pardon,  I  beseech  Thee,  the  iniquity  of 
this  people,  according  unto  the  greatness 
of  Thy  mercy,  and  as  Thou  hast  forgiven 
this  people  even  from  Egypt  until  now. 

Cong.:  And  the  Lord  said:  "I  have  pardoned  ac- 
cording to  Thy  word." 

Reader:  We  are  dismayed  by  corruption;  our 
strength  is  enfeebled  through  evil. 

Cong.:  We  are  brought  exceedingly  low;  we  are 
humbled  unto  the  dust. 

Reader:  O  merciful  One.  it  is  our  wont  to  be 
stubborn  and  rebellious. 

Cong.:  We  cry  with  our  lips:  "We  have  sinned." 
And  in  our  hearts  we  are  still  perverse. 

Reader:  O  Most  High,  Thy  mercies  are  everlast- 
ing; forgiveness  is  with  Thee. 

Cong.:  Avert  the  evil  and  incline  towards  us  in 
mercy. 

Reader:  Make  Thyself  manifest  at  times  like  this, 
for  we  are  greatly  distressed. 

Cong.:  Let  Thy  goodness  and  Thy  mercy  unto  us 
be  revealed  unto  all. 

Reader:  Silence  the  accuser  that  he  may  no  longer 
charge  us. 

Cong.:  Rebuke  him  that  he  be  silent;  and  may  a 
good  advocate  arise  to  justify  us  and  de- 
clare our  integrity. 

Reader:  Thy  ways,  O  merciful  and  gracious  One, 
Thou  hast  revealed  to  the  faithful  of  Thy 
house. 

Cong.:  When  he  sought  Thee,  Thou  didst  make 
known  unto  him  Thy  faithfulness. 
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O  mighty  King,  Who  art  enthroned  in  mercy  and 
governest  in  love,  Thou  pardonest  the  iniquities  of 
Thy  people,  causing  their  sins  to  pass  away  con- 
tinually. Thy  mercy  reacheth  out  to  the  sinner 
and  Thy  forgiveness  unto  the  transgressor.  Thou 
art  charitable  to  all  mankind  and  dost  not  visit  upon 
them  the  full  penalty  of  their  actions.  O  Lord, 
Who  hast  impressed  upon  our  nature  Thy  divine 
attributes,  reveal  Thy  essence  unto  us,  as  Thou 
didst  make  Thyself  known  of  old  to  Moses,  our 
teacher,  and  thus  is  it  written  in  Thy  Law:  "And 
the  Lord  descended  in  the  cloud  and  stood  with 
him  there  and  proclaimed  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him  and  pro- 
claimed, 'The  Lord,  the  Lord  God,  merciful  and 
gracious,  long-suffering  and  abundant  in  goodness 
and  truth ;  keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving 
iniquity  and  transgression  and  sin,  and  acquitting.' 
Pardon  our  iniquity  and  our  sin  and  take  us  for 
thine  inheritance." 

Cong.:  "For  on  this  day  shall  He  make  an  atone- 
ment for  you  to  cleanse  you;  from  all 
your  sins,  shall  ye  be  clean  before  the 
Lord." 

Reader:  O   our  Rock,   we  have   sinned.     Forgive 

us,  Thou  Who  didst  form  us. 
Cong.:     Hear,   O   Israel,   the   Lord   our  God,   the 

Lord  is  one. 
Reader:  Blessed  is  His  name,  the  glory  of  Whose 

kingdom  is  for  ever  and  ever. 
Cong.:    The  Lord,  He  is  God;  the  Lord,  He  is 

God. 
Reader:  O  Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us  and  sustain 

us. 
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Cong.:    O    remember   us  and   inscribe   us   in   the 

book  of  life. 
Reader:  O   Lord,  on  the  day  of  salvation,  cheer 

us  with  Thy  mercy. 
Cong.:    O    remember   us    and   inscribe   us   in    the 

book  of  life. 
Reader:  O  Lord,  pour  Thy  abundant  mercies  upon 

us. 
Cong.:    O    remember  us   and    inscribe   us    in   the 

book  of  life. 

Reader:  O  Lord,  do  this  for  the  sake  of  Thy  name. 
Cong.:    And    have   compassion    upon   Thy   people 

Israel. 
Reader:  Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  hear  our 

cry  and  receive  our  prayer  in  favor. 
Cong.:    Our   God,   Who   art   in   heaven,   manifest 

over  us  speedily  the  glory  of  Thy  king- 
dom. 
Reader:  Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  be  nigh  to 

us  when  we  seek  Thee. 
Cong.:    Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  remember 

us  for  good. 

Reader:  Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  have  com- 
passion upon  us  and  our  offspring. 
Cong.:    Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  cleanse  us 

from  our  sins. 
Reader:  Our    God,  Who   art    in   heaven,   let    Thy 

mercies  descend  upon  us. 
Cong.:    Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  write  us  in 

the  book  of  life. 
Reader:  Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  fulfill  the 

desires  of  our  hearts  for  good. 
Cong.:    Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  save  us  from 

our  enemies. 
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Reader:  Our  God,  \Yho  art  in  heaven,  command 

Thy  blessings  to  abide  with  us. 
Cong.:     Our   God,   Who  art   in   heaven,   bring   us 

near  unto  Thy  service. 
Reader:  Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  hear  our 

cry. 
Cong.:    Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  grant  peace 

to  the  earth. 
Reader:  Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  send  plenty 

to  Thy   world. 
Cong.:     Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  grant  peace 

to  these  states. 
Reader:  Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,   send  the 

blessing  of  dew  and  rain  in  their  proper 

season. 
Cong.:    Our  God,  Who  art  in  heaven,  grant  seed 

for  sowing  and  bread  for  food. 

O  MY  God,  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my 
lips  from  speaking  guile ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me 
let  my  soul  be  dumb,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all 
as  the  dust.  Open  my  heart  to  Thy  Law,  and  let 
my  soul  pursue  Thy  commandments.  If  any  de- 
sign evil  against  me,  speedily  make  their  counsel 
of  none  effect,  and  frustrate  their  designs. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation 
of  my  heart  be  acceptable  before  Thee,  O  Lord, 
my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer.  Amen. 
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READING  OF  THE  LAW. 

THERE  is  none  like  unto  Thee  among  the  gods, 
O  Lord ;  and  there  are  no  works  like  unto  Thine. 
Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  Thy 
dominion  endureth  throughout  all  generations.  The 
Lord  reigneth ;  the  Lord  hath  reigned ;  the  Lord 
shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  The  Lord  will  give 
strength  unto  His  people ;  the  Lord  will  bless  His 
people  with  peace. 

The  Ark  is  Opened. 

(Congregation  Standing) 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  Ark  set  forward, 
that  Moses  said,  Rise  up,  O  Lord,  and  Thine  ene- 
mies shall  be  scattered,  and  they  that  hate  Thee 
shall  flee  before  Thee.  For  out  of  Zion  shall  go 
forth  the  Law,  and  the  word  of  the  Lord  from 
Jerusalem. 

The  Reader  takes  the  Scroll  of  the  Law,  and  says: 

BLESSED  be  He  Who  in  His  holiness  gave  the 
Law  to  His  people  Israel. 

Said  by  Reader  and  repeated  by  Choir  and  Con- 
gregation: 

THE  Lord,  the  Lord  God,  merciful  and  gracious, 
long-suffering  and  abundant  in  goodness  and  truth ; 
keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity 
and  transgression  and  sin  and  acquitting. 
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SILENT  PRAYER. 

Father  of  all  mercies!  I  humbly  pray  Thee 
that  thou  wilt  grant  me  strength  and  wisdom  in 
the  pursuit  of  my  vocation,  that  I  may  be  enabled 
to  sustain  myself  and  my  dear  ones  in  honor. 
May  the  result  of  my  labors  bring  contentment 
and  the  enjoyment  of  that  which  is  lawful  and 
right. 

Let  not  me  or  mine  be  dependent  upon  the 
bounty  of  our  fellow  creatures,  but  sustain  us 
from  Thy  bountiful  hand,  which  Thou  openest  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  all  living. 

May  it  be  Thy  will,  O  God;  that  I  shall  per- 
form only  such  deeds  as  are  worthy  in  Thy  sight, 
and  that  my  way  in  life  shall  be  upright  before 
Thee.  Guard  me  from  evil  and  shield  me  from 
temptation.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and 
the  meditations  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  before 
Thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 
Amen.

Almighty  Father!  Sovereign  of  the  universe! 
We  reverently  bow  before  Thee  and  the  law 
which  Thou  hast  given  us,  and  pray  Thee  so  to 
incline  our  hearts  to  obey  Thy  commands,  that 
we  may  learn  to  have  faith  in  Thee  alone.  For 
not  in  man  do  we  put  our  trust;  nor  on  fame  or 
wealth  do  we  rely.  Our  only  hope  is  in  Thee, 
who  art  the  God  of  truth,  whose  law  is  truth, 
and  whose  prpphets  are  prophets  of  truth,  and 
who  doest  all  things  in  goodness  and  in  truth.

for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and  in  the  earth  is 
Thine;  Thine,  O  Lord,  is  the  kingdom,  and  the 
supremacy  as  Head  over  all.  Exalt  ye  the  Lord 
our  God,  and  worship  at  His  footstool :  holy  is  He. 

The  Rabbi  elevates  the  Scroll,  and  says: 
"In  this  scroll  is  contained  the  Law  which  Moses 
set  before  the  Children  of  Israel.    It'  is  the  inherit- 
ance of  the  congregation  of  Jacob." 

Bless  ye  the  Lord,  Who  is  to  be  blessed. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord,  Who  is  to  be  blessed  for 
ever  and  ever. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
universe,  Who  hast  chosen  us  and  hast  given  us 
Thy  Law.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  Who  givest 
the  Law. 

After  the  reading  of  a  Section  of  the  Law,  the  fol- 
lowing Blessing  is  said: 

BLESSED  art  Thou,  O  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, Who  hast  given  us  the  Law  of  truth,  and  hast 
planted  everlasting  life  in  our  midst.  Blessed  art 
Thou,  O  Lord,  Who  givest  the  Law. 
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PORTION  OF  THE  LAW. 

Deut.  29.  30. 

And  Moses  called  unto  all  Israel,  and  said  unto 
them,  Ye  have  seen  all  that  the  Lord  did  before 
your  eyes  in  the  land  of  Egypt  unto  Pharaoh,  and 
unto  all  his  servants,  and  unto  all  his  land; 

The  great  temptations  which  thine  eyes  have 
seen,  the  signs,  and  those  great  miracles: 

Yet  the  Lord  hath  not  given  you  an  heart  to  per- 
ceive, and  eyes  to  see,  and  ears  to  hear,  unto  this 
day. 

And  I  have  led  you  forty  years  in  the  wilderness : 
your  clothes  are  not  waxen  old  upon  you,  and  thy 
shoe  is  not  waxen-  old  upon  thy  foot. 

Ye  have  not  eaten  bread,  neither  have  ye  drunk 
wine  or  strong  drink :  that  ye  might  know  that  I 
am  the  Lord  your  God. 

And  when  ye  came  unto  this  place,  Sihon  the 
king  of  Heshbon,  and  Og  the  king  of  Bashan,  came 
out  against  us  unto  battle,  and  we  smote  them : 

And  we  took  their  land,  and  gave  it  for  an  in- 
heritance unto  the  Reubenites,  and  to  the  Gadites, 
and  to  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh. 

Keep  therefore  the  words  of  this  covenant,  and 
do  them,  that  ye  may  prosper  in  all  that  ye  do. 

Ye  stand  this  day  all  of  you  before  the  Lord 
your  God ;  your  captains  of  your  tribes,  your  elders, 
and  your  officers,  with  all  the  men  of  Israel, 

Your  little  ones,  your  wives,  and  thy  stranger 
that  is  in  thy  camp,  from  the  hewer  of  thy  wood 
unto  the  drawer  of  thy  water: 
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That  thou  shouldst  enter  into  covenant  with  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  into  His  oath,  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  maketh  with  thee  this  day: 

That  He  may  establish  thee  to-day  for  a  people 
unto  Himself,  and  that  He  may  be  unto  thee  a 
God,  as  He  hath  said  unto  thee,  and  as  He  hath 
sworn  unto  thy  fathers,  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and 
to  Jacob. 

Neither  with  you  only  do  I  make  this  covenant 
and  this  oath; 

But  with  him  that  standeth  here  with  us  this  day 
before  the  Lord  our  God,  and  also  with  him  that 
is  not  here  with  us  this  day: 

For  ye  know  how  we  have  dwelt  in  the  land 
of  Egypt;  and  how  we  came  through  the  nations 
which  ye  passed  by ; 

And  ye  have  seen  their  abominations,  and  their 
idols,  wood  and  stone,  silver  and  gold,  which  were 
among  them: 

Lest  there  should  be  among  you  man,  or  woman, 
or  family,  or  tribe,  whose  heart  turneth  away  this 
day  from  the  Lord  our  God,  to  go  and  serve  the 
gods  of  these  nations ;  lest  there  should  be  among 
you  a  root  that  beareth  gall  and  wormwood; 

And  it  come  to  pass,  when  he  heareth  the  words 
of  this  curse,  that  he  bless  himself  in  his  heart, 
saying,  I  shall  have  peace,  though  I  walk  in  the 
imagination  of  mine  heart,  to  add  drunkenness  to 
thirst : 

The  Lord  will  not  spare  him,  but  then  the  anger 
of  the  Lord  and  His  jealousy  shall  smoke  against 
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that  man,  and  all  the  curses  that  are  written  in  this 
book  shall  lie  upon  him,  and  the  Lord  shall  blot 
out  his  name  from  under  heaven. 

And  the  Lord  shall  separate  him  unto  evil  out 
of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  according  to  all  the 
curses  of  the  covenant  that  are  written  in  this  book 
of  the  Law: 

So  that  the  generation  to  come  of  your  children 
that  shall  rise  up  after  you,  and  the  stranger  that 
shall  come  from  a  far  land,  shall  say,  when  they 
see  the  plagues  of  that  land,  and  the  sicknesses 
which  the  Lord  hath  laid  upon  it; 

And  that  the  whole  land  thereof  is  brimstone, 
and  salt,  and  burning,  that  it  is  not  sown,  nor 
beareth,  nor  any  grass  groweth  therein,  like  the 
overthrow  of  Sodom,  and  Gomorrah,  Admah,  and 
Zeboim,  which  the  Lord  overthrew  in  His  anger, 
and  in  His  wrath: 

Even  all  nations  shall  say,  Wherefore  hath  the 
Lord  done  thus  unto  this  land?  what  meaneth  the 
heat  of  this  great  anger? 

Then  men  shall  say,  Because  they  have  forsaken 
the  covenant  of  the  Lord  God  of  their  fathers, 
which  He  made  with  them  when  He  brought  them 
forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt: 

For  they  went  and  served  other  gods,  and  wor- 
shipped them,  gods  whom  they  knew  not,  and 
whom  He  had  not  given  unto  them: 

And  the  anger  of  the  Lord  was  kindled  against 
this  land,  to  bring  upon  it  all  the  curses  that  are 
written  in  this  book : 

And  the  Lord  rooted  them  out  of  their  land  in 
anger,  and  in  wrath,  and  in  great  indignation,  and 
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cast  them  into  another  land,  as  it  is  this  day. 
The  secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord  our  God : 
but  those  things  which  are  revealed  belong  unto  us 
and  to  our  children  for  ever,  that  we  may  do  all 
the  words  of  this  law. 


AND  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  all  these  things 
are  come  upon  thee,  the  blessing  and  the  curse, 
which  I  have  set  before  thee,  and  thou  shall  call 
them  to  mind  among  all  the  nations,  whither  the 
Lord  thy  God  hath  driven  thee, 

And  shalt  return  unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  and 
shall  obey  His  voice  according  to  all  lhal  I  com- 
mand ihee  ihis  day,  ihou  and  ihy  children,  wilh 
all  Ihine  hearl,  and  with  all  thy  soul ; 

That  then  the  Lord  thy  God  will  turn  thy  cap- 
tivity, and  have  compassion  upon  thee,  and  will 
return  and  gather  thee  from  all  the  nations, 
whither  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  scattered  thee. 

If  any  of  thine  be  driven  out  unto  the  outmost 
parts  of  heaven,  from  thence  will  the  Lord  thy 
God  gather  thee,  and  from  thence  will  he  fetch 
thee: 

And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  bring  thee  into  the 
land  which  thy  fathers  possessed,  and  thou  shalt 
possess  it;  and  He  will  do  thee  good,  and  multiply 
thee  above  thy  fathers. 

And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise  thine 
heart,  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 
that  thou  mayest  live. 

And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  put  all  these  curses 
upon  thine  enemies,  and  on  them  that  hate  thee, 
which  persecuted  thee. 

And  thou  shalt  return  and  obey  the  voice  of  the 
Lord,  and  do  all  His  commandments  which  I  com- 
mand thee  this  day. 
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And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  make  thee  plenteous 
in  every  work  of  thine  hand,  in  the  fruit  of  thy 
body,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in  the  fruit 
of  thy  land,  for  good :  for  the  Lord  will  again  re- 
joice over  thee  for  good,  as  He  rejoiced  over  thy 
fathers : 

If  thou  shall  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  to  keep  His  commandments  and  His 
statutes  which  are  written  in  this  book  of  the  Law, 
and  if  thou  turn  unto  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul. 

For  this  commandment  which  I  command  thee 
this  day,  it  is  not  hidden  from  thee,  neither  is  it 
far  off. 

It  is  not  in  heaven  that  thou  shouldest  say,  Who 
shall  go  up  for  us  to  heaven,  and  bring  it  unto  us, 
that  we  may  hear  it,  and  do  it? 

Neither  is  it  beyond  the  sea,  that  thou  shouldest 
say.  Who  shall  go  over  the  sea  for  us,  and  bring  it, 
unto  us,  that  we  may  hear  it,  and  do  it? 

But  the  word  is  very  nigh  unto  thee,  in  thy 
mouth,  and  in  thy  heart,  that  thou  mayest  do  it. 

See,  I  have  set  before  thee  this  day  life  and 
good,  and  death  and  evil ; 

In  that  I  command  thee  this  day  to  love  the 
Lord  thy  God,  to  walk  in  His  ways,  and  to  keep 
His  commandments  and  His  statutes  and  His  judg- 
ments, that  thou  mayest  live  and  multiply:  and  the 
Lord  thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  the  land  whither 
thou  goest  to  possess  it. 

But  if  thine  heart  turn  away,  so  that  thou  wilt 
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not  hear,  but  shalt  be  drawn  away,  and  worsbip 
other  gods,  and  serve  them; 

I  denounce  unto  you  this  day  that  ye  shall  surely 
perish,  and  that  ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days 
upon  the  land,  whither  thou  passest  over  Jordan 
to  go  to  possess  it. 

I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  record  this  day  against 
you,  that  I  have  set  before  you  life  and  death, 
blessing  and  cursing:  therefore  choose  life,  that 
both  thou  and  thy  seed  may  live: 

That  thou  mayest  love  the  Lord  thy  God,  and 
that  thou  mayest  obey  His  voice,  and  that  thou 
mayest  cleave  unto  Him:  for  He  is  thy  life,  and 
the  length  of  thy  days :  that  thou  mayest  dwell  in 
the  land  which  the  Lord  sware  unto  thy  fathers, 
to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  them. 


Before  the  Lesson  from  the  Prophets  the  following 
is  said: 

BLESSED  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
universe,  Who  hast  chosen  good  prophets,"  and  hast 
found  pleasure  in  their  words  which  were  spoken 
in  truth. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  Who  hast  chosen  the 
Law,  and  Moses  Thy  servant,  and  Israel  Thy 
people,  and  prophets  of  truth  and  righteousness. 
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Isaiah  58. 

CRY  aloud,  spare  not,  lift  up  thy  voice  like  a 
trumpet,  and  shew  my  people  their  transgres^on, 
and  the  house  of  Jacob  their  sins. 

Yet  they  seek  me  daily,  and  delight  to  know  my 
ways,  as  a  nation  that  did  righteousness,  and  for- 
sook not  the  ordinance  of  their  God :  they  ask  of 
me  the  ordinances  of  justice;  they  take  delight  in 
approaching  to  God. 

Wherefore  have  we  fasted,  say  they,  and  thou 
seest  not?  wherefore  have  we  afflicted  our  soul. 
and  thou  takest  no  knowledge?  Behold,  in  the 
day  of  your  fast  ye  find  pleasure,  and  exact  all 
your  labours. 

Behold,  ye  fast  for  strife  and  debate,  and  to 
smite  with  the  fist  of  wickedness:  ye  shall  not  fa-t 
as  ye  do  this  day,  to  make  your  voice  to  be  heard 
on  high. 

Is  it  such  a  fast  that  I  have  chosen?  a  day  for 
a  man  to  afflict  his  soul?  is  it  to  bow  down  his  head 
as  a  bulrush,  and  to  spread  sackcloth  and  ashes 
under  him?  wilt  thou  call  this  a  fast,  and  an  ac- 
ceptable day  to  the  Lord  ? 

Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have  chosen?  to  loose 
the  bands  of  wickedness,  to  undo  the  heavy  bur- 
dens, and  to  let  the  oppressed  go  free,  and  that  ye 
break  every  yoke? 

Is  it  not  to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  and 
that  thou  bring  the  poor  that  are  cast  out  to  thy 
house?  when  thou  seest  the  naked,  that  thou  cover 
him;  and  that  thou  hide  not  thyself  from  thine 
own  flesh?

Then  shall  thy  light  break  forth  as  the  morning, 
and  thine  health  shall  spring  forth  speedily :  and 
thy  righteousness  shall  go  before  thee;  the  glory 
of  the  Lord  shall  be  thy  reward. 

Then  shalt  thoti  call,  and  the  Lord  shall  answer; 
thou  shalt  cry,  and  he  shall  say,  Here  I  am.  If 
thou  take  away  from  the  midst  of  thee  the  yoke, 
the  putting  forth  of  the  finger,  and  speaking 
vanity ; 

And  if  thou  draw  out  thy  soul  to  the  hungry, 
and  satisfy  the  afflicted  soul ;  then  shall  thy  light 
rise  in  obscurity,  and  thy  darkness  be  as  the  noon 
day: 

And  the  Lord  shall  guide  thee  continually,  and 
satisfy  thy  soul  in  drought,  and  make  fat  thy  bones: 
and  thou  shalt  be  like  a  watered  garden,  and  like 
a  spring  of  water,  whose  waters  fail  not. 

And  they  that  shall  be  of  thee  shall  build  the 
old  waste  places:  thou  shalt  raise  up  the  founda- 
tions of  many  generations ;  and  thou  shalt  be  called, 
The  repairer  of  the  breach,  The  restorer  of  paths 
to  dwell  in. 

If  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the  sabbath, 
from  doing  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day ;  and 
call  the  sabbath  a  delight,  the  holy  of  the  Lord, 
honourable ;  and  shalt  honour  him.  not  doing  thine 
own  ways,  nor  finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor 
speaking  thine  own  words : 

Then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself  in  the  Lord;  and 
T  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the  high  places  of 
the  earth,  and  feed  thee  with  the  heritage  of 
Jacob  thy  father:  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  it. 
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After  the  Lesson  from  the  Prophets  the  following 
is  said: 

BLESSED  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
universe,  Rock  of  all  worlds,  righteous  through  all 
generations,  O  faithful  God,  Who  sayest  and 
doest,  Who  speakest  and  fulfillest,  all  Whose  words 
are  truth  and  righteousness.  Faithful  art  Thou,  O 
Lord  our  God,  and  faithful  are  Thy  words,  and 
not  one  of  Thy  words  shall  return  void,  for  Thou 
art  a  faithful  and  merciful  God  and  King.  Blessed 
art  Thou,  O  Lord,  God,  Who  art  faithful  in  all 
Thy  words. 

FOR  the  Law,  for  the  divine  service,  for  the 
prophets  and  for  this  Day  of  Atonement,  which 
Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  hast  given  us  for  forgive- 
ness, pardon  and  atonement,  for  honor  and  glory. 
—For  all  these  we  thank  and  bless  Thee,  O  Lord 
our  God,  blessed  be  Thy  name  by  the  mouth  of 
every  living  being  continually  and  for  ever;  Thy 
word  is  true  and  endureth  for  ever.  Blessed  art 
Thou,  O  Lord,  Thou  King,  Who  pardonest  and 
forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  Thy 
people,  the  house  of  Israel,  and  makest  our  tres- 
passes to  pass  away  year  by  year;  King  over  the 
whole  earth,  \Yho  sanctifiest  Israel  and  the  Day 
of  Atonement, 
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ARK  OPEN.      CONGREGATION  STANDING. 

On  returning  the  Scroll  of  the  Law  to  the  Ark,  the 
Reader  says: 

LET  them  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord ;  for  His 
name  alone  is  exalted: 

Congregation: 

His  glory  is  above  the  earth  and  heaven :  He  also 
exalteth  the  horn  of  His  people,  to  the  praise  of 
all  His  saints,  even  of  the  children  of  Israel,  a 
people  near  unto  Him.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

The  Torah  being  returned  to  the  Ark,  the  Reader 
says: 

FOR  I  give  you  good  doctrine ;  forsake  ye  not 
My  Law.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  them  that  grasp 
it,  and  of  them  that  uphold  it  every  one  is  rendered 
happy.  Its  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all 
its  paths  are  peace.  Turn  Thou  us  unto  Thee,  O 
Lord,  and  we  shall  return:  renew  our  days  as  of 
old. 
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Hfc&tttonal  Service  for  the 
of  atonement. 


(Congregation  Standing) 

MAGNIFIED  and  sanctified  be  His  great  name  in 
the  world  which  He  hath  created  according  to  His 
will.  May  He  establish  His  kingdom  during  your 
life  and  during  your  days  and  during  the  life  of  the 
whole  household  of  Israel,  even  speedily  and  in  a 
near  time !  So  say  ye  Amen. 

(Response:)  Let  His  great  name  be  blessed  for 
ever  and  unto  all  eternity. 

Reader: 

Blessed,  praised  and  glorified,  exalted,  extolled, 
and  honored,  uplifted  and  lauded,  be  the  name  of 
the  Holy  One,  blessed  be  He!  above  all  blessings 
and  hymns,  praises  and  consolations,  which  are 
uttered  in  the  world.

Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  Lord  of  mighty  acts,  and 
who  resembleth  Thee,  O  King,  who  killest  and 
quickenest,  and  causeth  salvation  to  spring  forth? 
Choir: 

Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  Father  of  mercy,  who  in 
mercy  rememberest  Thy  creatures  unto  life? 

Yea,  faithful  art  Thou  to  quicken  the  dead. 
Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  quickenest  the  dead. 
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Congregation  and  Reader  together: 
ON  THIS  day  of  Atonement,  which  is  distin- 
guished and  chosen  above  all  other  days,  have 
mercy  and  be  gracious  unto  those  who  realize  its 
meaning  and  silence  their  accusers.  On  this  day 
Israel  was  instructed  to  hasten  to  confess  in 
prayer,  to  remember  those  who  sleep  in  the  dust 
and  to  recall  the  merit  of  the  fathers ;  to  tell  of 
the  sacrifices  made  by  the  patriarchs  of  old  for  the 
sake  of  principle  and  for  their  faith.  The  memory 
of  all  of  them  has  been  treasured  up  by  Israel  to 
guide  them  onward  through  the  thicket  of  doubt 
to  pure  faith  and  trust  in  Thee. 

And  Thou  wilt  strengthen  the  hosts  of  them 
that  day  and  night  adore  and  worship  Thee ;  so 
that,  clean  in  conscience  and  pure  in  soul,  our 
prayers  may  reach  direct  to  Thee.  O  Most  High. 
Whose  works  are  truth,  Thou  wilt  surely  regard 
Thy  faithful  servants,  who  trustfully  come  unto 
Thee.  Yea,  as  Thou  art  merciful,  Thou  wilt  re- 
member Thy  servants  in  mercy.

King  of 
the  universe,  \Yho  hasteneth  the  redemp- 
tion of  His  people  to  confirm  the  word 
which  He  hath  spoken;  for  pardon  is 
with  Him. 

Cong.:  O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord;  call  upon 
His  name. 

Reader:  Extol  God,  \Yho  liveth  in  His  heaven; 
Who  is  gracious  and  merciful  to  His 
congregation.  He  will  return  with  mercy 
to  His  house,  to  those  who  enter  into 
His  covenant. 

Cony.:     Remember  ye  His  covenant  forever. 

Reader:  Extol  God,  the  omnipotent  God  of  the 
universe.  Whose  word  is  established  for- 
ever while  He  is  hidden  from  all.  We  will 
praise  His  name  forever. 

Cong.:  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel, 
for  ever  and  ever. 

Reader  and  Choir: 

And  so  may  sanctification  ascend  unto  Thee; 
for  Thou  art  our  God,  a  king  of  pardon  and  for- 
giveness. 

Reader: 

We  will  ascribe  holiness  to  the  sanctity  of 
this  day,  for  it  is  one  of  reverence  and  awe. 
Thereon  is  Thy  dominion  exalted.  Thy  throne 
established  in  mercy  and  Thou  abidest  in  truth. 
Verily  it  is  Thou  alone  who  art  judge  and  arbiter, 
who  knowest  and  art  witness ;  Thou  writest 
down  and  settest  the  seal,  Thou  recordest  and 
tellest :  yea,  Thou  rememberest  forgotten  things. 
Thou  unfoldest  the  records,  and  the  deeds  therein 
inscribed  proclaim  themselves;  for  lo!  the  seal  of 
every  man's  hand  is  thereto  set. 

And  when  the  great  trumpet  is  sounded,  then  the 
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still  small  voice  shall  be  beard ;  the  angels  be 
dismayed  and  fear  and  trembling  seize  hold  on 
them,  as  they  proclaim:  BEHOLD  THE  DAY 
OF  JUDGMENT.  For  even  the  hosts  of  heaven 
are  arraigned  in  judgment,  since  in  Thine  eyes 
they  are  not  immaculate ;  and  all  who  enter  the 
world  Thou  causest  to  pass  before  Thee  as  sheep. 

As  a  shepherd  taketh  reckoning  of  his  flock, 
causing  them  to  pass  beneath  his  crook,  so  dost 
Thou  cause  to  pass,  and  number  and  visit  every 
living  soul,  fixing  the  limit  of  every  creature's  life 
and  appointing  their  destiny.

Thou 
art  slow  to  anger,  and  eager  to  pardon.  Thou 
desirest  not  the  death  of  Thy  creatures  but  that 
they  should  amend  their  ways  and  live ;  and  to 
their  dying  day  Thou  boldest  forth  hope  to  them 
that  they  may  return  and  be  received  of  Thee. 

Truly  Thou  art  their  creator;  thou  knowest 
their  nature  and  realisest  that  they  are  but  mor- 
tal.

And  Thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  Thou  alone  over 
all  Thy  works,  as  it  is  written  in  Thy  Holy  Word, 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God,  O  Zion, 
unto  all  generations.

Reader  and  Congregation  while  kneeling  down: 
We  bend  the  knee  and  reverently  acknowledge 
Thee, 

(Rising.} 

Who  art  King  of  Kings,  the  Holy  One,  Blessed 
be  He. 

For  He  hath  stretched  out  the  heavens  and 
established  the  earth,  and  the  habitation  of  His 
glory  is  exalted  above  all.  He  is  our  God  and 
none  other.  He  is  our  king  and  none  besides. 

Even  as  it  is  written  in  His  law:  "Know  there- 
fore this  day  and  consider  it  in  thine  heart,  that 
the  Lord  He  is  God  in  heaven  above  and  upon 
the  earth  beneath  :  and  there  is  none  else." 
(The  Ark  is  closed,  and  Congregation  seated.)

THOU,  O  God,  didst  establish  the  universe  and 
lay  the  foundations  of  the  earth.  By  Thine  al- 
mighty fiat  didst  Thou  fashion  order  out  of  chaos 
and  ordain  the  laws  by  which  creation  moves. 
Creatures  without  number  didst  Thou  form,  en- 
dowing them  with  instinct.  And  over  all  didst 
Thou  place  man  to  reflect  Thy  divine  wisdom  in 
the  operation  of  the  intelligent  principle  with  which 
Thou  didst  invest  him. 

Thus  in  successive  stages  is  unfolded  Thy  divine 
Self  as  the  consciousness  of  the  universe.  But,  in 
his  infancy,  man  could  not  comprehend  the  mag- 
nitude of  divine  intelligence  and  could  only  by 
progressive  degrees  grow  into  the  realization  of  its 
magnificence.  Thus  his  errors  become  his  in- 
structors ;  the  faults  of  the  past  are  the  founda- 
tion on  which  he  builds  his  strength.  Each  genera- 
tion perceives  the  crudeness  of  its  predecessor  and 
strives  to  expiate  the  faultiness  of  its  parent  gene- 
ration by  the  adoption  of  a  higher  standard  of 
life;  and,  in  turn,  bequeathes  its  errors  to  a  suc- 
ceeding generation  to  form  the  basis  of  a  new 
and  better  system. 

It  was  through  the  errors  of  primitive  man,  O 
Lord,  that  we,  Thy  creatures,  began  to  imitate 
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Thee  and  to  establish  law  and  order  in  our  social 
system,  as  Thou  didst  establish  them  in  Thy 
world.  When  might  was  the  only  right,  and 
violence  the  only  law,  Thou  didst  cause  us  to  work 
our  own  salvation  by  recognizing  the  rights  of 
the  weak.  Even  then,  O  God,  our  want  of  wis- 
dom led  us  back  to  error  and  we  fashioned  images 
of  wood  and  stone  and  called  them  by  Thy  name. 
Groping  in  the  deep  darkness  of  our  stupidity,  we 
arrogated  to  ourselves  divine  right  and  ascribed 
divine  attribute  to  works  of  our  hands.  Then  did 
Thy  servant,  Abraham,  shine  forth  from  the  dark- 
ness to  teach  all  men  the  truth  that  Thou  art  One. 
He  took  upon  himself  the  obligation  to  proclaim 
Thy  unity  and  gave  it  solemnly  in  charge  to  his 
descendants  to  ever  perform  this  holy  mission. 
Being  consecrated  to  so  holy  a  service,  he  further 
admonished  his  children  to  maintain  the  cause  of 
justice  and  truth,  in  order  that  they  might  be  in- 
strumental in  bringing  nothing  but  good  to  the  rest 
of  mankind. 

Israel,  through  the  hardships  and  trials  that 
came  to  them  during  their  sojourn  in  Egypt,  for- 
got their  divine  mission ;  until  the  great  liberator, 
Moses,  arose  to  inspire  them  with  courage  anew. 
Then  did  they  burst  the  fetters  that  bound  them 
and,  at  Sinai,  entered  into  a  covenant  with  Thee  to 
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become  Thy  emissaries,  to  promulgate  the  doc- 
trine of  Thy  unity  and  to  minister  in  Thy  name 
to  all  mankind. 

In  Thine  infinite  wisdom  Thou  dost  select  from 
amongst  Thy  children  such  as  Thou  dost  design 
to  be  Thy  servants  to  the  sons  of  men  that  they 
may  instruct  them  in  Thy  ways  and  lead  them  on 
the  paths  of  righteousness.  Even  so  didst  Thou 
select  Israel  to  be  Thy  messengers  to  the  families 
of  the  earth,  that  they  might  teach  the  nations 
Thy  law,  and  draw  them  nearer  to  Thee.  Then 
didst  Thou  scatter  the  Levites  among  the  tribes  of 
Israel  to  prepare  Thy  people  for  the  holy  mission 
of  spreading  the  knowledge  of  Thee,  the  only  God, 
and  left  them  portionless  that  no  thought  of  ma- 
terial prosperity,  or  desire  for  gain  might  make 
them  recreant  to  their  duty. 

And  from  the  tribe  of  Levi,  the  family  of  Aaron 
was  chosen  to  fill  the  most  important  office  of  high 
priest,  whose  most  sacred  duty  it  was,  once  a  year, 
to  appear  before  Thine  august  presence,  and,  with 
promises  of  reparation  of  wrong?  done  by  the 
whole  nation,  make  atonement  for  them. 

Arrayed  in  garments  of  pure  white,  he  sym- 
bolized to  the  people  the  equality  of  all  men  before 
Thee,  O  Lord,  and  the  truth  that  clean  hearts  and 
pure  minds  are  alone  pleasing  to  Thee.  Realizing 
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the  faultiness  of  all  and  that  even  the  greatest  of 
men  is  not  free  from  error,  he  proceeded  to  make 
atonement  for  himself  and  his  household.  Ac- 
knowledging our  own  imperfections  we  reverently 
and  devoutly  rise  and  utter  before  Thee  the  con- 
fession of  sins  made  by  the  high  priest  and  humbly 
and  penitently  implore  Thy  pardon. 

Rabbi  and  Congregation: 

O  LORD,  I  have  sinned  ;  T  have  done  iniquity  ;  I 
have  transgressed  against  Thee,  I  and  my  house- 
hold. By  Thy  divine  compassion  I  beseech  Thee 
to  pardon  the  sins,  iniquities  and  transgressions 
which  I  have  committed  against  Thee,  even  I  and 
my  household  as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  Thy 
servant  Moses  :  "For  on  this  day  shall  He  make 
atonement  for  you  to  cleanse  you.  that  ye  may  be 
clean  from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord." 

Cantor  and  Choir: 
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THUS  did  the  high  priest  purge  himself  of  soul 
guilt  as  a  private  individual  and  make  atonement 
for  his  sins  and  the  sins  of  his  household,  and  so 
do  we  to-day,  O  God,  pray  Thee  to  strengthen  us 
so  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  correct  our  faults 
and  the  faults  of  those  under  our  care  that  dis- 
cord may  disappear  from  our  homes  and  happi- 
ness be  the  portion  of  those  who  dwell  beneath 
our  roof. 

The  high  priest  then  offered  supplication  on  be- 
half of  himself  in  his  official  capacity  and  on  behalf 
of  his  co-workers  in  Thy  holy  cause. 

We,  too,  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  be 
with  us  and  the  other  ministers  of  Thy  people 
Israel  who  stand  before  Thee  this  day  to  implore 
Thy  mercy  and  favor. 

O  make  them  understand  what  to  say ;  teach 
them  what  to  speak,  inspire  them  with  zeal  and 
grant  them  wisdom  to  conceive  and  strength  to  ut- 
ter the  truth  to  Thy  people  who  look  to  them  for 
guidance.  Let  them  not  fear  lest  they  lie  put  to 
shame  and  Thy  people  be  misled.  But  grant,  O 
Lord,  that  continuously  we  maintain  with  dignity 
and  honor  Thy  cause  and  the  cause  of  Thy  people 
Israel. 

Having  atoned  for  the  sins  of  the  Levites,  his 
fellow  ministers,  he  next  offered  fervent  prayer 
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for  the  forgiveness  of  the  whole  Congregation. 
Taking  a  golden  censer,  he  cast  into  it  a  handful 
of  incense  and  placed  it  within  the  Holy  of 
Holies.  By  this  act  he  taught  that  Thou  regardest 
not  wealth  nor  takest  note  of  much  gold  but  only 
of  the  sweet  charity  that  the  wealthy  may  do  in 
Thy  service.  There  in  the  most  sacred  precinct 
of  the  Temple  and  as  he  regarded  himself  face  to 
face  with  Thy  divine  spirit,  he  made  atonement 
for  the  people  while  they  patiently  and  penitently 
stood  bowed  in  grief  for  their  sinfulness,  record- 
ing vows  of  amendment.  After  performing  this 
pious  duty,  he  returned  to  the  altar  and,  raising 
his  hands  to  heaven,  proceeded  to  utter  the  con- 
fession of  sin  for  the  whole  congregation. 

Rabbi  and  Congregation: 

O  LORD,  Thy  people  have  sinned,  transgressed 
and  trespassed  against  Thee.  I  invoke  Thy  divine 
grace  to  forgive  the  sins,  iniquities  and  transgres- 
sions of  all  Thy  people  and  of  the  house  of  Israel. 
Even  as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  Thy  servant 
Moses:  For  on  this  day  shall  he  make  atonement 
for  you  to  cleanse  you,  that  ye  may  be  clean  from 
all  your  sins  before  the  Lord. 

Cantor  and  Choir: 
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Congregation  Kneeling. 


THE  service  being  concluded,  the  high  priest 
came  forth  to  mingle  with  the  people,  his  manner 
giving  evidence  of  the  great  spiritual  joy  he  felt. 
Assured  of  forgiveness,  the  assembled  multitude 
rejoiced  and  sang  songs  of  thanksgiving  to  Thee, 
O  God,  Who  pardonest  the  iniquities  of  those 
who  repent  and  return  unto  Thee. 

The  Temple  is  in  ruins  and  priests  no  more 
offer  sacrificial  victims  upon  altars.  Yet  are  we 
sure  of  Thy  divine  mercy  and  love  when  we  call 
upon  Thee  in  truth.  For  we  have  learned  to  inter- 
pret the  lessons  of  old  aright  and  understand  that 
it  is  not  in  sacrifice  or  burnt  offering  that  Thou 
delightest  but  in  hearkening  to  Thy  voice.  There- 
fore will  we  build  an  altar  on  the  contrition  of 
our  hearts  and  humble  our  spirits  within  us.  Cause 
us  to  rejoice  at  the  glad  tidings  of  forgiveness  and 
to  feel  that  though  our  sins  were  as  scarlet,  they 
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have  become  white  as  snow ;  that  we  may  be 
decked  with  salvation  and  clad  with  righteousness. 
May  our  messenger,  the  holy  Day  of  Atonement, 
fulfil  our  desire  and  obtain  for  us  the  peace  of 
God,  so  that,  purified  from  all  uncleanliness  and 
cleared  from  all  taint,  we  may  go  forth  in  the 
consciousness  of  our  innocence.  Clinging  to  Thy 
right  hand  that  is  full  of  righteousness,  may  we 
be  upheld  and  supported  in  our  endeavors  to  rear 
temples  of  truth  and  to  blot  out  error  and  injus- 
tice from  the  Jives  of  men.  And  now,  O  Lord, 
our  God,  we  pray  Thee  as  did  the  high  priest  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  day: 

To  grant  that  the  year  upon  which  we  have  just 
entered  may  be  full  of  blessing  for  us  and  for  all 
Thy  creatures;  that  rain  may  everywhere  fall  in 
due  season  and  that  neither  famine  nor  pestilence 
may  afflict  the  sons  of  men.  May  nations  live  in 
amity  and  learn  to  adjust  their  differences  with- 
out appeal  to  arms.  May  no  widow  weep  for 
want  and  no  orphan  cry  to  Thee  for  aid.  May  the 
stranger  find  food  and  shelter  and  the  oppressed 
champions.  May  the  cause  of  justice  and  right 
ever  obtain  worthy  advocates.  Grant  that  in  the 
coming  year  we  may  uproot  vice  and  plant  virtue, 
tear  down  error  and  build  up  truth,  trample  down 
superstition  and  exalt  true  religion.  May  the 
ministrations  of  Thy  servant  Israel  be  recognized 
and  appreciated  by  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth  in 
order  that  all  men  may  know  that  Thou  alone  art 
God.  Amen. 
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Reader:  Though  we  have  erred,  let  us  not  continue 
in  error. 

Cong.:  Though  we  have  sinned  through  ignor- 
ance, abandon  us  not. 

Reader:  Though  we  have  strayed  far,  be  Thou 
near  unto  us. 

Cong.:    When  we  come  near,  be  Thou  not  distant. 

Reader:  When  we  cry  unto  Thee,  hide  not  Thy- 
self from  us. 
Cong.:    Though    we    have    sinned,   exact   not   the 

penalty  from  us. 
Reader:  Though   we   have   transgressed,   hold   not 

Thine  anger  against  us. 
Cong.:    Though  we  have  turned  from  Thee,  turn 

Thou   not   away    from   us. 
Reader:  Though  we  have  been  vindictive,  contend 

Thou  not  against  us. 

Cong.:     Though  we  have  rebelled,  let  us  not  con- 
tinue rebellious. 
Reader:  Though   we   have   scoffed,   be   not   wroth 

with  us. 
Cong.:    Though   we  have  been  deceitful,   destroy 

us  not. 
Reader:  Though   we   have   lowered   ourselves,   let 

us  not  sink  entirely. 
Cong.:     Though  we  have  wandered,  sweep  us  not 

away. 
Reader:  Though  we  have  been  corrupt,   withhold 

not  Thy  grace. 
Cong.:    Though  we  have  been  insolent,  remember 

it  not. 
Reader:  Though  we  have  given  rebuke,  withhold 

Thy  rebuke  from  us. 
Cong.:    Though    we    have    been    wicked,    cast    us 

not  out. 
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Reader:  When    we    knock    at    Thy    gates,    reject 

not  our  prayer. 

Cong.:     Though    we    have    abhorred    Thine    ordi- 
nances, abhor  us  not. 

Reader:  When   we   come   unto   Thee,   do   not   de- 
spise us. 

Cong.:    Though  we  are  guilty,  condemn  us  not. 
Reader:  Forgive    us,    O    our    Father,    for   in    the 
abundance    of    our    folly    have    we    gone 
astray. 
Cong.:     Pardon   us,  our   King,   for  our  iniquities 

are  many. 

THOU,  O  God,  art  slow  to  anger  and  art  called 
Lord  of  mercy.  Thou  showest  the  way  to  re- 
pentance. Bear  in  mind  to-day  and  every  day  the 
greatness  of  Thy  compassion  and  loving-kindness 
and  bestow  mercy  upon  those  who  love  Thee.  Turn 
unto  us  in  compassion,  Thou  Who  art  Lord  of 
compassion. 

Even  as  Thou  didst  instruct  the  meek  man  of 
old,  have  we  come  before  Thee,  uttering  prayer 
and  supplication.  Be  not  angered  against  us  but 
permit  us  to  be  sheltered  in  the  shadow  of  Thy 
wing,  as  on  the  day  when  Thy  glory  descended  in 
the  lowering  cloud.  O,  forgive  our  transgression 
and  blot  out  our  sin,  as  on  the  day  when  Thou 
didst  uphold  the  prophet.  Hear  our  cry  and  give 
ear  unto  our  speech,  as  on  the  day  Thou  didst 
proclaim  Thy  name,  O  Lord.  Even  as  it  is  said: 
And  the  Lord  made  Himself  manifest  unto  him 
and  declared :  The  Lord,  the  Lord,  is  a  God,  full 
of  compassion  and  gracious,  slow  to  anger  and 
abundant  in  mercy  and  truth ;  reserving  His 
mercy  for  countless  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity, 
transgression  ami  sin  and  acquitting.  And  Thou 
wilt  pardon  our  iniquity  and  our  sin,  and  make 
us  inherit  good. 
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Forgive  us,  O  our  Father,  for  we  have  sinned; 
pardon  us,  our  King,  for  we  have  transgressed. 
For  Thou,  O  Lord,  art  good  and  ready  to  forgive 
and  plenteous  in  mercy  unto  all  them  that  call 
upon  Thee. 
Reader:  Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so 

pity  us,  O  Lord. 
Cong.:    The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us;  the  God  of 

Jacob  is  a  fortress  unto  us. 
Reader:  O  Lord  of  hosts,  happy  is  the  man  that 

trusteth  in  Thee. 
Cong.:    O  God,  save  us;  answer  us,  O  King,  on 

the  day  when  we  call  upon  Thee. 

Reader:  Pardon.  I  beseech  Thee,  the  iniquity  of 
this  people,  according  to  the  greatness  of 
Thy  mercy,  and  as  Thou  hast  forgiven 
this  people  even  from  Egypt  until  now. 

Cong.:  And  the  Lord  said:  I" have  pardoned  ac- 
cording to  thy  word. 

Reader:  Even  though  we  continue  to  stand  and 
implore  in  Thy  name,  empty  handed  and 
bare  of  sacrifice,  yet  will  God  hear  the  cry 
of  His  people  and  accept  their  contrition 
as  better  than  an  offering. 

Cong.:  O  Lord,  maintain  the  cause  of  Thy  ser- 
vant and  the  cause  of  Thy  people  Israel, 
as  every  day  shall  require. 

Reader:  A  day  of  Pardon  is  set  for  us.  therein  to 
make  repentance.  Even  though  Thy  al- 
tar be  empty,  let  the  humbling  of  our 
souls  plead  for  our  sins.  Our  fathers 
trusted  in  Thee  and  were  forgiven;  for- 
give Thou  us. 
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Cong.:  O  Lord,  maintain  the  cause  of  Thy  ser- 
vant and  the  cause  of  Thy  people  Israel, 
as  every  day  shall  require. 

Reader:  Even  though  there  be  no  sacrifice,  He  will 
accept  the  sentiments  of  our  soul.  Why, 
therefore,  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my 
soul?  Bless  thou  the  Lord,  for  He 
judgeth  His  people  in  righteousness  and 
will  compassionate  his  servants. 

Cong.:  O  Lord,  maintain  the  cause  of  Thy  ser- 
vant and  the  cause  of  Thy  people  Israel, 
as  every  day  shall  require. 

Reader:  As  clay  in  the  hands  of  the  potter,  who 
moulds  it  according  to  his  will,  so  are  we 
in  Thy  hands,  O  gracious  Protector. 
O   Lord,   regard   only  Thy  covenant  and 
overlook  our  sinfulness.

As  stone  in  the  hands  of  the  mason,  who 
carves  it  or  breaks  it  to  pieces  as  he  wills, 
so  are  we  in  Thy  hands,  O  Thou,  Who 
orderest  life  and  death. 

Cong.:  O  Lord,  regard  only  Thy  covenant  and 
overlook  our  sinfulness. 

Reader:  As  silver  in  the  hands  of  the  refiner,  who 
at  will  alloys  or  purifies  it,  so  are  we  in 
Thy  hands,  O  Thou,  Who  fashionest 
creatures  according  to  Thy  will. 

Cong.:  O  Lord,  regard  only  Thy  covenant  and 
overlook  our  sinfulness. 
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ALMIGHTY  King,  \\'ho  art  enthroned  in  mercy 
and  governest  in  love,  Thou  pardonest  the  iniqui- 
ties of  Thy  people,  causing  their  sins  to  pass  away 
continually.  Thy  mercy  reachest  out  to  the  sin- 
ner and  Thy  forgiveness  to  the  transgressor.  Thou 
art  charitable  to  mankind  and  dost  not  visit  upon 
them  the  full  penalty  of  their  actions.  O  God, 
\Yho  hast  impressed  upon  our  nature  Thy  divine 
attributes,  reveal  Thy  essence  unto  us,  as  Thou 
didst  make  Thyself  known  of  old  to  Moses,  our 
teacher,  and  thus  is  it  written  in  our  law :  And  the 
Lord  descended  in  the  cloud  and  stood  with  him 
there,  and  proclaimed  the  Name  of  the  Lord.  And 
the  Lord  passed  by  before  him  and  proclaimed :

Cong.:  For  Thou,  O  Lord,  art  good  and  ready  to 
forgive,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  unto  all 
them  that  call  upon  Thee. 

Reader:  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the 
meditations  of  my  heart  be  acceptable 
before  Thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my 
Redeemer. 
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Cong.:  Cast  us  not  away  from  Thy  presence,  and 
take  not  Thy  holy  spirit  from  us. 

Reader:  O  cast  us  not  off  in  the  time  of  old  age, 
forsake  us  not  when  our  strength  faileth. 

Cong.:  Forsake  us  not,  O  Lord  our  God,  be  not 
far  from  us. 

OUR  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  forsake  us  not, 
nor  leave  us ;  put  us  not  to  shame,  nor  annul  Thy 
covenant  with  us.  Bring  us  nearer  to  Thy  law, 
teach  us  Thy  ways,  incline  our  hearts  to  fear  Thy 
name.  O  purify  our  hearts  for  Thy  love,  that  we 
may  return  unto  Thee  in  truth,  and  with  a  perfect 
heart.  And  for  Thy  great  name's  sake  pardon  and 
forgive  our  sins,  even  as  it  is  written  in  Thy  holy 
writings:  For  Thy  name's  sake,  O  Lord,  pardon 
my  iniquity,  for  it  is  great. 

Congregation: 

Cong.:  Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  forgive 
us,  pardon  us,  grant  us  atonement. 

Choir: 

We  are  Thy  children  and  Thou  our  Father. 
We  are  Thy  servants  and  Thou  art  our  Master; 
We  are  Thy  flock  and  Thou  our  Shepherd. 
We  are  Thy  vineyard  and  Thou  art  our  Keeper ; 
We  are  Thine  inheritance  and  Thou  our  Portion. 
We  are  Thy   faithful  ones  and  Thou   art  our 
Savior ; 
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We  are  Thy  creatures  and  Thou  our  Creator. 

We  are  Thy  chosen  ones  and  Thou  art  our  Re- 
deemer ; 

We  are  Thy  people  and  Thou  our  King. 

We  are  Thy  delight  and  Thou  art  our  Beloved ; 

We  are  Thy  proclaimers  and  Thou  our  acknowl- 
edged Lord. 

We  are  prone  to  sin  but  Thou  art  full  of  mercy ; 

We  see  our  days  as  a  shadow  but  Thou  art  un- 
changing and  eternal. 

OUR  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  let  our  prayer 
come  before  Thee  and  hide  not  Thyself  from  our 
supplication,  for  we  are  neither  arrogant  nor 
stubborn,  that  we  should  say  before  Thee,  O  Lord 
our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are 
righteous  and  have  not  sinned ;  but  verily,  WE  HAVE 
SINNED;  WE  HAVE  TRANSGRESSED;  WE  HAVE  COMMIT- 
TED INIQUITY.  We  have  turned  away  from  Thy  com- 
mandments and  Thy  judgments,  that  are  all  good, 
and  it  hath  not  profited  us.  But  Thou  art  justi- 
fied in  all  that  has  come  upon  us,  for  Thou  hast 
done  truthfully,  while  we  have  been  wicked. 

Reader  and  Congregation: 

WE  HAVE  acted  wickedly  and  have  transgressed; 
therefore  have  we  not  been  saved.  O  incline  our 
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hearts  to  forsake  the  paths  of  wickedness,  and 
hasten  Thou  salvation  unto  us ;  as  it  is  written  by 
the  hand  of  Thy  prophet,  Let  the  wicked  forsake 
his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts ; 
let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  He  will  have 
mercy  upon  him ;  and  unto  our  God,  for  He  will 
abundantly  pardon. 

Reader: 

OUR  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers,  forgive  and 
pardon  our  iniquities  on  this  Day  of  Atonement. 
O  be  favorable  unto  our  prayer!  Forgive  our 
transgressions  and  our  sins,  and  cause  them  to 
pass  away  from  before  Thine  eyes.  Bend  our 
desires  to  serve  Thee  and  purify  our  hearts  to  love 
and  revere  Thy  name,  as  it  is  written  in  Thy 
Law:  And  the  Lord,  Thy  God,  will  circumcise 
thy  heart  and  the  hearts  of  thy  children  to  love 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live.

not  nor  sleepeth. 
For  the  sake  of  the  glory  of  Thy  name,  be  Thou 

found  of  us,  O  Thou  gracious  and  merciful  One; 

listen  to  our  prayer  for  Thy  name's  sake. 

O  God,  who  is  like  unto  Thee! 

Choir: 

Glorious  and  awe-inspiring.  Creator  of  heaven  and 
earth, O  God,  who  is  like  unto  Thee! 

Thou,  Who  revealest  deep  things,  utterest  right- 
eousness  O  God,  who  is  like  unto  Thee! 
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Thou,  Who  raisest  up  the  lowly,  art  gracious  unto 
the  poor, O  God,  who  is  like  unto  Thee! 

Thou,  Who  art  pure  of  sight,  dwellest  in  the 
heavens, O  God,  who  is  like  unto  Thee! 

Thou,  Who  pardonest  iniquity,  forgivest  transgres- 
sion,  O  God,  who  is  like  unto  Thee! 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  Thy  prophet: 
Who  is  a  God  like  unto  Thee,  that  pardonest  in- 
iquity and  forgivest  the  transgression  of  the  rem- 
nant of  His  heritage!  He  retaineth  not  His  an- 
ger for  ever,  for  He  delighteth  in  mercy.  He  will 
turn  again  and  have  compassion  upon  us ;  he  will 
subdue  our  iniquities.  And  Thou  wilt  cast  all  their 
sins  into  the  depths  of  the  sea. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our

King  over  all  the  earth,  \Vho  sanctifiest  Israel  and 
the  day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  and  their 
prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people  Israel 
be  ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 

Praised  be  Thou,  O  Lord,  whom  alone  we 
worship  and  adore.  Amen. 

We  give  thanks  unto  Thee,  for  Thou  art  the  Lord 
our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever  and 
ever;  Thou  art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the  Shield  of 
our  salvation  through  every  generation.  We  will 
give  thanks  unto  Thee  and  declare  Thy  praise  for 
our  lives  which  are  committed  unto  Thy  hand,  and 
for  our  souls  which  are  in  Thy  charge,  and  for  Thy 
miracles,  which  are  daily  with  us,  and  for  Thy  won- 
ders and  Thy  benefits,  which  Thou  bestowest  upon 
us  at  all  times,  evening,  morn  and  noon.  O  Thou 
who  art  all-good,  whose  mercies  fail  not;  Thou, 
merciful  Being,  whose  lovingkindness  never  ceas- 
eth ;  we  have  ever  hoped  in  Thee.

AND  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Hew  thee  two 
tables  of  stone  like  unto  the  first:  and  I  will  write 
upon  these  tables  the  words  that  were  in  the  first 
tables,  which  thou  breakest. 

And  be  ready  in  the  morning,  and  come  up  in 
the  morning  unto  mount  Sinai,  and  present  thy- 
self there  to  Me  in  the  top  of  the  mount. 

And  no  man  shall  come  up  with  thee,  neither 
let  any  man  be  seen  throughout  all  the  mount ; 
neither  let  the  flocks  nor*  herds  feed  before  that 
mount. 

And  he  hewed  two  tables  of  stone  like  unto  the 
first ;  and  Moses  rose  up  early  in  the  morning, 
and  went  up  unto  mount  Sinai,  as  the  Lord  had 
commanded  him,  and  took  in  his  hand  the  two 
tables  of  stone. 

And  the  Lord  descended  in  the  cloud,  and  stood 
with  him  there,  and  proclaimed  the  name  of  the 
Lord. 

And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him,  and  pro- 
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Those  who  are  called  to  the  Reading  of  the  Law 
say  the  following  Blessing: 
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claimed,  The  Lord,  The  Lord  God,  merciful  and 
gracious,  longsuffering,  and  abundant  in  goodness 
and  truth, 

Keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving 
iniquity  and  transgression  and  sin,  and  that  will 
by  no  means  clear  the  guilty;  visiting  the  iniquity 
of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  and  upon  the  chil- 
dren's children,  unto  the  third  and  to  the  fourth 
generation. 

And  Moses  made  haste,  and  bowed  his  head 
toward  the  earth,  and  worshipped. 

And  he  said,  If  now  I  have  found  grace  in  Thy 
sight,  O  Lord,  let  my  Lord,  I  pray  Thee,  go  among 
us;  for  it  is  a  stiffnecked  people;  and  pardon  our 
iniquity  and  our  sin,  and  take  us  for  Thine  in- 
heritance. 

And  He  said,  Behold  I  make  a  covenant:  be- 
fore all  thy  people  I  will  do  marvels,  such  as  have 
not  been  done  in  all  the  earth,  nor  in  any  nation : 
and  all  the  people  among  which  thou  art  shall  see 
the  work  of  the  Lord :  for  it  is  a  terrible  thing  that 
I  will  do  with  thee.

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Before  the  Lesson  from  the  Prophets,  the 

folloicing  is  said: 

BLESSED  art  Thou,  O  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, Who  hast  chosen  good  prophets,  and  hast 
found  pleasure  in  their  words  which  were  spoken 
in  truth. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  Who  hast  chosen  the 
Law,  and  Moses  Thy  servant,  and  Israel  Thy 
people,  and  prophets  of  truth  and  righteousness. 

Reading  of  Haphtharah: 
(Jonah  iii.) 

AND  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jonah  the 
second  time,  saying, 

Arise,  go  unto  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  and 
preach  unto  it  the  preaching  that  I  bid  thee. 

So  Jonah  arose,  and  went  unto  Nineveh,  accord- 
ing to  the  word  of  the  Lord.  Now  Nineveh  was 
an  exceeding  great  city  of  three  days'  journey. 

And  Jonah  began  to  enter  into  the  city  a  day's 
journey,  and  he  cried,  and  said,  Yet  forty  days, 
and  Nineveh  shall  be  overthrown. 

So  the  people  of  Nineveh  believed  God,  and  pro- 
claimed a  fast,  and  put  on  sackcloth,  from  the 
greatest  of  them  even  to  the  least  of  them. 

For  word  came  unto  the  king  of  Nineveh,  and 
he  arose  from  his  throne,  and  he  laid  his  robe 
from  him,  and  covered  him  with  sackcloth,  and  sat 
in  ashes. 

And  he  caused  it  to  be  proclaimed  and  pub- 
lished through  Nineveh  by  the  decree  of  the  king 
and  his  nobles,  saying.  Let  neither  man  nor  beast, 
herd  nor  flock,  taste  any  thing:  let  them  not  feed, 
nor  drink  water: 

But  let  man  and  beast  be  covered  with  sack- 
cloth, and  cry  mightily  unto  God:  yea,  let  them 
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turn  every  one  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the 
violence  that  is  in  their  hands. 

Who  can  tell  if  God  will  turn  and  repent,  and 
turn  away  from  His  fierce  anger,  that  we  perish 
not? 

And  God  saw  their  works,  that  they  turned 
from  their  evil  way;  and  God  repented  of  the  evil, 
that  He  had  said  that  He  would  do  unto  them; 
and  He  did  it  not. 

But  it  displeased  Jonah  exceedingly,  and  he  was 
very  angry. 

And  he  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  and  said,  I  pray 
Thee,  O  Lord,  was  not  this  my  saying,  when  I 
was  yet  in  my  country?  Therefore  I  fled  before 
unto  Tarshish:  for  I  knew  that  Thou  art  a  gra- 
cious God,  and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and  of 
great  kindness,  and  repentest  Thee  of  the  evil. 

Therefore,  now  O  Lord,  take,  I  beseech  Thee,  my 
life  from  me;  for  it  is  better  for  me  to  die  than 
to  live. 

Then  said  the  Lord,  Doest  thou  well  to  be 
angry? 

So  Jonah  went  out  of  the  city,  and  sat  on  the 
east  side  of  the  city,  and  there  made  him  a  booth, 
and  sat  under  it  in  the  shadow,  till  he  might  see 
what  would  become  of  the  city. 

And  the  Lord  God  prepared  a  gourd,  and  made 
it  to  come  up  over  Jonah,  that  it  might  be  a 
shadow  over  his  head,  to  deliver  him  from  his 
grief.  So  Jonah  was  exceeding  glad  of  the  gourd. 
But  God  prepared  a  worm  when  the  morning  rose 
the  next  day,  and  it  smote  the  gourd  that  it 
withered. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  sun  did  arise, 
that  God  prepared  a  vehement  east  wind  ;  and  the 
sun  beat  upon  the  head  of  Jonah,  that  he  fainted, 
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and  wished  in  himself  to  die,  and  said,  It  is  better 
for  me  to  die  than  to  live. 

And  God  said  to  Jonah,  Doest  thou  well  to  be 
angry  for  the  gourd?  And  he  said,  I  do  well  to 
be  angry,  even  unto  death. 

Then  said  the  Lord,  Thou  hast  had  pity  on  the 
gourd,  for  the  which  thou  hast  not  laboured, 
neither  madest  it  grow ;  which  came  up  in  a  night, 
and  perished  in  a  night: 

And  should  not  I  spare  Nineveh,  that  great  city, 
wherein  are  more  than  sixscore  thousand  persons 
that  cannot  discern  between  their  right  hand  and 
their  left  hand;  and  also  much  cattle? 


After   reading   the  Haphtharah,   the  following   is 
said: 

BLESSED  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
universe,  Rock  of  all  worlds,  righteous  through 
all  generations,  O  faithful  God,  Who  sayest  and 
doest,  Who  speakest  and  fulfillest,  all  Whose 
words  are  truth  and  righteousness. 

On  Returning  the  ")5D  to  the  Ark  the  Reader  says  :  — 


LET  them  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  for  His 
name  alone  is  exalted  :

Thou  comprises!  all  things  and  all  are 
comprised  in  Thee,  and  Thou  fillest  the  whole 
universe.  The  mind  wearies  in  -ei-king  Thee

May  it  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  subdue 
our  vicious  inclinations  and  to  hide  Thy  face  from 
our  sins  and  trespasses.  O  take  us  not  hence  in 
the  midst  of  our  days  until  we  have  prepared  for 
our  journey,  and  for  the  day  of  our  departure. 
For,  were  we  to  leave  it  as  we  came  into  it,  and  re- 
turn to  the  place  of  our  origin  as  we  came  forth, 
wherefore  were  we  created?  Was  it  only  to  behold 
trouble?  It  were  better  for  us  never  to  have  been 
born  than  to  have  come  hither  to  multiply  sin.  O 
God,  we  beseech  Thee,  judge  us  in  mercy  and  not 
in  anger,  lest  Thou  shouldst  reduce  us  to  naught. 
For  what  is  man,  that  Thou  shouldst  judge  him  ? 
Only  a  fleeting  breath  placed  in  the  balance — and 
what  will  it  avail  to  weigh  the  air?  From  the  first 
day  of  his  existence,  man  is  dependent  and  needy, 
"stricken,  smitten  of  God  and  afflicted."  In  his 
youth  he  is  like  chaff,  floating  on  the  air ;  and  at 
his  latter  end,  he  is  like  straw  driven  by  the  wind. 
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In  his  life  he  is  like  a  withered  herb — and  will  God 
seek  that  which  is  driven  to  and  fro?  From  the 
day  of  his  birth,  his  night  is  sorrow  and  his  day 
wailing;  if  he  is  exalted  to-day,  to-morrow  he  may 
be  destroyed.  Even  mere  chaff  may  move  him  on 
and  a  thorn  sorely  woundeth  him.  If  he  is  satiated, 
he  may  become  wicked ;  and  if  he  is  hungry,  he 
will  sin  for  a  loaf  of  bread.  He  is  swifter  than 
the  eagle  in  the  pursuit  after  riches  and  he  forgets 
that  death  pursues  him.  In  time  of  trouble,  he 
multiplies  his  prayers ;  he  uses  smooth  words  and 
is  most  liberal  with  his  vows.  But  when  enlarged, 
he  breaks  his  word  and  forgets  his  vows.  He 
places  guards  on  every  side  while  death  lies  in  wait 
in  his  very  chamber.  He  cometh  into  the  world 
and  knoweth  not  whence ;  he  rejoiceth,  but  knoweth 
not  wherefore ;  he  liveth.  but  knoweth  not  how  long. 
In  youth  he  follows  his  stubborn  ways ;  and  when 
"the  spirit  of  the  Lord  begins  to  stir  him  up,"  he 
endeavors  to  collect  substance  and  wealth.  'Then 
he  forsakes  his  native  place  and  traverses  oceans 
and  continents ;  he  treads  arid  deserts  and  endangers 
his  life  for  gold.  And  when  he  imagines  that  his 
glory  is  great  and  that  he  has  obtained  opulence 
and  peace,  disaster  comes  upon  him  and  lo — it  is 
gone.  He  is  continually  subject  to  trouble  and  to 
the  vicissitudes  of  life  and  his  days  are  full  of 
dread.  If  he  be  in  peace,  suddenly  calamity  over- 
take him.  He  loses  his  life  in  war  or  by  accident 
or  sickness  makes  his  life  a  bunion  unto  him.  And 
when  his  infirmities  increase,  youth  mocks  him  and 
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infants  rule  him;  he  becomes  a  burden  to  his  off- 
spring and  his  associates  forget  him.  When  his 
time  comes,  he  passes  from  his  house  to  the  eternal 
abode  and  from  the  shadow  of  his  home  to  the 
shadow  of  death. 

When  then  may  man,  subject  to  all  these  vicis- 
situdes, repent  him  of  his  sins  and  establish  a  good 
name,  ere  he  go  hence  and  be  no  more?  The  day 
is  short;  the  work  is  great  and  the  master  presses. 
Therefore,  O  God,  seeing  that  all  things  in  life  are 
so  uncertain  and  that  in  our  finiteness  the  future  is 
always  veiled  from  us,  do  Thou  cause  us  ever  to 
feel  that  our  beloved  ones  who  have  gone  from 
us  are  at  rest  and  in  peace ;  and  that  beneath  the 
shadow  of  Thine  almighty  protection,  their  souls  are 
enshrined  in  holiness.

May  our 
remembrance  rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before 
Thee,  with  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  and 
of  all  Thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing  de- 
liverance and  well-being,  grace,  lovingkindness  and 
mercy,  life  and  peace  on  this  Day  of  Atonement. 
Remember  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  our 
well-being;  be  mindful  of  us  for  blessing,  and  save 
us  unto  life:  by  Thy  promise  of  salvation  and 
mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us;  have 
mercy  upon  us  and  save  us;  for  our  eyes  are  bent 
upon  Thee,  because  Thou  art  a  gracious  and  mer- 
ciful God  and  King. 


The  day  is  passing;  the  sun,  sunk  beneath  the 
horizon,  illumines  the  heavens  with  the  bright 
colors  of  hope.  Strengthened  by  the  conviction 
that  Thou  art  our  help,  we  hope  on  Thy  mercy 
and  are  wending  our  way  onward  to  the  portals  of 
Thy  salvation.  If,  O  God,  in  the  pride  and 
haughtiness  of  our  hearts,  we  be  still  far  from 
Thee,  cause  us  to  perceive  clearly,  even  though  the 
road  appear  dark  to  us,  that  the  gates  of  grace 
are  ever  open  to  those  who  strive  to  enter.  Guided 
by  the  glad  rays  of  hope  that  our  faith  in  Thee 
casts  upon  our  sky.  may  we  unerringly  direct  our 
steps  to  Thee  in  sincerity  and  in  truth  on  this  and 
every  other  day. 
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Open  up  to  us  the  gate  at  the  time  of  the  clos- 
ing of  the  gate,  for  the  day  is  passing. 


The  day  is  passing;  the  sun  is  setting.     Let  us 
enter  Thy  gates. 
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O  God,  bear  yet  with  us  ;  forgive  us  and  subdue 
sin  and  transgression. 
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I,  even  I,  supplicate  Thee  on  behalf  of  the  house 
of  Israel  Thy  people  and  seek  a  hearing  of  my 
prayer.  Amidst  the  wailing  hearts  of  those  who 
stand  around;  my  sighs  multiply,  my  heart  leaps 
tip  to  Thee,  O  God  the  Rock  of  my  salvation.  We 
have  turned  aside  after  the  desires  of  our  hearts 
and  the  delights  of  our  eyes  and  have  rebelled 
against  Thy  righteous  word.  We  have  inclined 
toward  perverseness  and  acted  foolishly  in  our 
haughtiness. 

Therefore,  O  God,  do  we  beseech  Thee  at  this 
closing  hour  of  our  Day  of  Atonement  when 
wearied  with  the  consciousness  of  our  faultiness 
we  come  again  to  beseech  Thy  favor  that  Thou  wilt 
place  in  our  hearts  the  conviction  that  Thou  hast 
pardoned  our  sins. 

Help  us,  O  heavenly  Father,  to  placate  our  ene- 
mies, to  assuage  grief,  to  cement  our  friendships 
and  to  bring  peace  between  those  who  are  at  vari- 
ance with  one  another. 

Lend  us  Thy  aid,  O  God,  to  train  our  children 
aright  so  that  in  old  age  the  comfort  of  their  love 
and  attentions  may  sustain  and  brighten  our  de- 
clining years  and  when  the  sacred  moment  of  our 
departure  from  this  earth  arrives  may  our  souls 
sweetest  song  be  a  hymn  of  thanksgiving  to  Thee 
for  their  filial  piety. 

O  God  of  mercy  and  love,  if  we  place  not  our 
hopes  upon  Thee,  who  will  have  pity  upon  us? 
Therefore  if  Thou  inquire  into  our  iniquity  we 
will  flee  from  Thy  justice  to  Thy  clemency.  Re- 
member that  Thou  ha?t  formed  us  from  the  dust 
nnd  hast  tried  us  with  many  troubles,  permit  us 
not  therefore  to  journey  to  our  eternal  abode  till 
we  have  filled  our  days  with  good  deeds  that  we 
appear  not  empty  before  Thee. 
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May  it  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  turn 
unto  us  with  mercy,  and  to  cause  us  to  truly  repent 
our  faults.  Dispose  our  hearts  to  offer  sincere 
supplications  unto  Thee  and  deign  to  receive  our 
prayers.  Open  our  hearts  to  the  understanding 
of  Thy  Law  and  plant  in  our  thoughts  the  fear  of 
Thee.  Lead  us  not  into  temptation  and  deliver 
us  from  all  evil.  Direct  our  lips  in  the  utterance 
of  our  meditations  and  teach  us  to  guard  our  ways 
that  we  sin  not.  Yet,  O  God,  we  know  that  the 
good  works  of  those  who  supplicate  Thee  must 
precede  them  and  that  righteousness,  that  alone  ex- 
alts, must  plead  in  their  favor.  We  know  that  we 
are  not  perfect,  neither  are  we  utterly  bad,  there- 
fore do  we  beseech  Thee  not  to  cast  us  away  from 
Thy  presence.  And  when  we  depart  from  this 
world,  O  guide  us  in  peace  to  the  future  life  and 
place  us  in  glory  among  the  pious  whose  portion  is 
immortality.  O,  rescue  us  from  out  the  depths  of 
material  and  selfish  thoughts,  and  then  will  \ve 
each  say,  "I  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for 
though  Thou  wast  angry  with  me,  Thine  anger 
was  turned  away  and  Thou  hast  comforted  me." 

Forgive,  O  God,  and  pardon  us  and  from  Thy 
glorious  heights   let   us  hear  that  gracious   word  :

Reader:  May  His  almighty  power  lead  us  to  the 
shelter  of  His  divine  presence;  may  He 
be  gracious  to  us  when  He  searcheth  the 
perverse  heart  to  prepare  it. 

Cong.:  Arise,  O  our  God,  we  beseech  Thee; 
strengthen  us,  O  our  Strength;  O  Lord, 
'be  attentive  to  our  cry. 

Reader:  O  Thou,  Who  art  exalted  above  all,  let 
us  hear  Thy  pardoning  word  and  with 
the  right  hand  of  thy  salvation,  rescue 
the  poor  and  needy. 

Cong.:  When  in  fear  we  call  upon  Thee,  answer 
Thou  us  graciously;  O  Lord,  be  Thou  our 
help. 

Reader:  The  Lord,  the  Lord  God,  is  gracious  and 
merciful,  long-suffering  and  abundant  in 
mercy  and  truth;  showing  mercy  to 
thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  transgres- 
sion and  sin  and  acquitting. 

Cong.:  And  Thou  wilt  pardon  our  iniquity  and 
our  sin  and  take  us  for  Thine  inheritance. 
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THOU  boldest  out  Thy  hand  to  the  transgressor 
and  Thy  right  hand  is  ever  outstretched  to  lead  the 
repentant  back  to  Thee.  And  Thou  hast  taught 
us,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  when  we  frankly  con- 
fess our  sins  and  determine  to  refrain  from  wrong- 
doing, Thou  wilt  receive  us  in  grace  and  favor. 
Indeed,  Thou  knowest  that  our  latter  end  is  noth- 
ingness. Therefore  hast  Thou  multiplied  for  us 
the  means  of  repentance  that  we  may  fix  Thy 
peace  in  our  hearts  before  we  are  no  more.  What 
are  we?  What  our  lives,  our  graciousness,  our 
righteousness,  our  boasted  strength,  our  vaunted 
might?  What  can  we  tell  Thee,  O  Lord* our  God, 
and  God  of  our  fathers,  when  the  mighty  are  as 
naught  before  Thee,  the  famous  as  though  they 
had  not  been,  the  wise  as  though  they  lacked 
knowledge  and  the  intellectual,  devoid  of  reason ! 
Yea,  when  compared  with  Thee,  our  works  are 
void  and  our  lives  but  vanity. 

From  the  very  first,  Thou  didst  set  man  apart 
and  grant  him  the  privilege  to  plead  with  Thee. 
Who  can  inquire  into  Thy  works?  And  if  his 
search  be  justified,  what  can  he  grant  Thee?  But 
in  Thy  great  love  Thou  hast  given  us,  O  Lord  our 
God,  (this  Sabbath  day  and)  this  Day  of  Atone- 
ment, on  which  we  end  our  sinfulness  and  receive 
pardon  and  forgiveness  for  all  our  iniquities. 
Thus  dost  Thou  enable  us  to  forsake  wrong-doing 
and  return  to  the  performance  of  those  deeds 
which  are  pleasing  in  Thy  sight.  O  do  Thou,  in 
Thine  abundant  mercies,  have  pity  upon  us,  for 
Thou  canst  not  take  pleasure  in  the  destruction  of 
Thy  children.  Even  as  it  is  said:  Seek  ye  the 
Lord,  while  He  may  be  found;  call  ye  upon  Him 
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while  He  is  near.  Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way 
and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts,  and  let  him 
return  unto  the  Lord,  and  He  will  have  mercy 
upon  him,  and  to  our  God,  for  He  will  abundantly 
pardon.  But  Thou,  O  God  of  pardon,  art  gracious 
and  merciful,  long-suffering  and  full  of  compas- 
sion and  abounding  in  goodness.  Thou  art  pleased 
with  the  repentance  of  sinners  but  takest  no  de- 
light in  their  deaths.  And  Thou  hast  declared 
through  Thy  prophets:  Say  unto  them,  as  I  live, 
saith  the  Lord,  I  take  no  delight  in  the  death  of 
the  sinner  but  would  have  him  turn  from  his  ways 
and  live.  Therefore  turn  ye,  O  turn  ye,  from  your 
erring  ways,  for  why  will  ye  die,  O  house  of  Is- 
rael !  I  have  no  pleasure  in  death,  saith  the  Lord, 
therefore  turn  ye  and  live. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our 
iniquities  (on  this  Sabbath  day,  andj  on  this  Day 
of  Atonement;  blot  out  our  transgressions  and 
our  sins,  and  make  them  pass  away  from  before 
Thine  eyes;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I,  am  He  that 
blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  Mine  own  sake; 
and  I  will  not  remember  thy  sins.  And  it  is  said, 
I  have  blotted  out,  as  a  cloud,  thy  transgressions, 
and,  as  a  mist,  thy  sins:  return  unto  Me,  for  I 
have  redeemed  thee.  And  it  is  said,  For  on  this 
day  shall  atonement  be  made  for  you,  to  cleanse 
you;  from  all  your  sins  shall  ye  be  clean  before 
the  Lord.  (Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  ac- 
cept our  rest.)  Sanctify  us  by  Thy  command- 
ments, and  grant  our  portion  in  Thy  Law;  satisfy 
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us  with  Thy  goodness,  and  gladden  us  with  Thy 
salvation;  (and  let  us  inherit,  O  Lord  our  God,  in 
love  and  favor,  Thy  holy  Sabbath;  and  may  Israel, 
who  hallow  Thy  name,  rejoice  thereon) ;  and 
purify  our  hearts  to  serve  Thee  in  truth;  for  Thou 
art  the  forgiver  of  Israel  and  the  pardoner  of  the 
tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  every  generation,  and  beside 
Thee  we  have  no  king  who  pardoneth  and  forgiv- 
eth.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  Thou  King  Who 
pardonest  and  forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the  in- 
iquities of  Thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  Who 
makest  our  trespasses  to  pass  away  year  by  year, 
King  over  al!  the  earth  who  sanctifieth  (the  Sabbath 
and)  Israel  and  the  day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  and  their 
prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people  Israel 
be  ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 

Praised  be  Thou,  O  Lord,  Whom  alone  we 
worship  and  adore.  Amen. 

We  give  thanks  unto  Thee,  for  Thou  art  the 
Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever 
and  ever;  Thou  art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the 
Shield  of  our  salvation  through  every  generation. 
We  will  give  thanks  unto  Thee  and  declare  Thy 
praise  for  our  lives  which  are  committed  unto  Thy 
hand,  and  for  our  souls  which  are  in  Thy  charge, 
and  for  Thy  miracles,  which  are  daily  with  us, 
and  for  Thy  wonders  and  Thy  benefits  which  Thou 
bestowest  upon  us  at  all  times,  evening,  morn  and 
noon.  O  Thou  Who  art  all-good,  whose  mercies 
fail  not;  Thou,  merciful  Being,  Whose  loving- 
kindness  never  ceaseth,  we  have  ever  hoped  in 
Thee. 

For  all  these  favors  Thy  name,  O  our  King, 
shall  Thy  name  be  blessed  for  ever  and  ever.
